Mr. Inepector 
Cairne reporte that the pupile do not receive much whole 
milk and he etrongly advisee that, when the milk eupply 
je limited, butter be purchased for the etaff. 


I have to inform you that it ie the Department ' 
practice to arrange for & euffici nt quantity of stock at 
the time a echool ie commenced. The natural increase in 
the etock ehould relieve ue of any furthez financial 
outlay. There should be eufficient young animale for milxine 
purposes and aleo for butchering. If, however, the etock 
at the Sechelt Boarding school ie £0 depleted that the 
Department will have to come to the help of the authorities, 
I ehould be plessed to have your recommendation.

Mr. Swan recommends that he be authorized to 
have the proposed work carried out on @ proven cost 
plus ten per cent basis. He states that this method of 
construction has been suggested by Mr. Orr and Mr. 
Ditchburn of your Department, and appears the most 
suitable under the circumstances.

\ A report has been submitted by the Dominion 
Water Pover Branch upon the proposed addition to the existing 
water supply system at Sechelt, B.C. in accordance with your 
instructions given them on the 14th of August last. 


The work ag projected is intended, as you know, 
to improve and increase the output of the present water work supply, 
and to provide a further supply of water to irrigate fifteen acres 
of school land, in addition to the requttrements for domestic and 
fire protection purposes of both the Indian Boarding School and 
the villare of Sechelt throurhout the dryest season of the year. 
The work would consist principally in div rting the water from 
a stream in order to augment the flow of the existing spring, thus 
providing a combined flow of 250,000 gallons per dry, which would 
represent an increase of 100, 000 gallons over the quantity of 
water required for domestic and irrigation purposes. The present 
water pipe line would mostly have to be replacad by a new wood 
stave pipe of larger diameter provided with the necessary valves 
and other supply regulating appliances. New conorete intake 
and distributing tanks ‘vould have to be installed to replade the 
wooden ones, thus providine three separate services, one for 
domestic and fire protection of the Indian Bonrding School, a 
second one for the weter supply to the Indian Village, and a 


third one which ywould insure a reliable irrirntion system for the 
lend intended to be placed under cultivation at the Indian Boarding | 
School. 


In view of the location of the distributing tank 
and the pressure available sufficient power ( 8H.P.) would be 
developed during a period of tan months to provide for an electric 
lighting system at the school building. The estimated cost of the 
above mentioned work would amount to ‘9,854.00. 


Before recommending the granting of such an expend 
iture I yould suggest that Commissioner Ditechburn be requested 
to advise the Department vhether the above mentioned improvements 
are absolutely necessary, also whether the present requirements 
of this institution warrant the immediate coygidergtion of this 
proposal. A

About twenty-eight years ago the Indians construct- 
ed an open box flume fr > present intake to 4 wooden 
tank or trough set in ground at point "Oo" on sketch plan, 
a distance of epproximately two niles. In 1910 this flume 
was replaced a two-inch wood stave pipe which is now in 
186. 

ollowing is a detailed description of works with 

reference 30 ac panying sketch.

Three-inch wood stave pipe, length 1750 feet, 
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fall 214 feet (or 122.3 feet in 1,000 feet).

The building is equipped with four hydrants 
for fire protection, three of which are within 
the building. These are connected to a two- 
inch stand pipe and are fitted with 14 inch 
hose and connections with 3/8 inch nozzles. 
The hydrant outside the building is not pro- 
vided with hose. 


It will be noted that the carrying capacity of the 
supply line is Limited to the capacity 0 the first section 
of pipe from "A" to "RB", This section is under a low head 
of £2 feet in 1,000 feet and is capable of delivering a 
iaximun quantity of 26% Imperial gallons per minute or 
38,160 gallons in twenty-four hours. 

With certain exceptions the works appear to be in 
00d condition and can be made to function properly if im- 
provements are warranted by tne available supply of water at 
the source@e 


Water Requirements.

The heaviest demands upon the system unfortunate ly 
occur during the low water period so that requirements for 
both domestic and irrigation purposes must be considered, 
in addition to providing an euergency supply for fire pro- 
tection. 

The following figures are based on domestic require- 
ments at 50 Imperial gallons per person per lay and irrie- 


gation requirements at one acre foot per acre in sixty days 
which should be smple.

No discharge data is available at the present time 
on which to determine the average quantity of water carried 
through the system during the dry period, but for the purpose 
of comparison I arsin quote Mr. Tebbs' figures of 17% gallons 
per sinute. This would give a *low of 25,560 gallons per 
day or very nearly the estimated requirements. 

The domestic requirements amounting to 10,000 
gallons would be drawn say within € period o* twelve hours. 
Twill therefore be apparent that irrigation, which is 
practised by & sprinklin system, must be carried on during 
the remaining twelve hours. 

From the foregoing it would appear that if the 
supply can be augmented by eliminating possible losses avove 

e inteke, there should be no shortage excepting that which 
caused by waste. 
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Shortage in the pest has been due, in part, to 
the unreasonable waste of water by Indians at the village 
who have a habit of allowing taps to iischarge freely into 
barrels for the purpose of soaking or cleaning fish, etc. 

This practise should be stopped, at least during the period 
of low water. Another and most important cause of shortege 
is the extension of the pipe line from the Indian village 
to supply the Whitaker interests. 

The extension of the pipe line was installed by 
Mr.Whiteaker under a verbal agreement with the Indiens, 
whereby Mr. Whitaker was permitted to obtain water from 
the system in consideration of the sum of $200.00 per 
annum, which was to be expended on the upkeep and maintenance 
of the Catholic chureh on the Indian reserve. 

The Whitaker interests referred to, comprise 4 
hotel and a x, general store, & number of dwellings con- 
tinuously occupied, and 4 number of cottages occupied during 
the summer season. At the present time 22 persons on the 
Sechelt townsite depend on the system for domestic supply, and 
draw water from the extension installed by Mr. Whitaker. 

It will thue be apparent that the total demancs upon 
the system, uuder existin; conditions, exceed the supply during 
the dry season and it will therefore be imperative that the 
supply to the Whitaker interests be cut off. 

Apart from the consideration of shortage the 
unauthorized delivery of water to other than a licensee is 
jllegal. Mr. Whitaker is not a licensee and the Department of 
Indien Affairs does not hold a license for conveying purpose 
consequently the delivery of water to Mr. Whitaker is an 
offence against the B. C. Water Act 1914. (See Section 47 
sub-section 5). 

On the other hand Mr. Whitaker hes not been 
euthorized, either by license or by the Department, to take 
water from the system, therefore diversion on his part is 
unlewful and he is liable o the penalty provided under Section 


i 
47, sub-section 2 of the Water Act. 


Recorded Rights. 
Two records have been granted in favour of the 
Department, authorizing diversion of water from the present 
@ source of supply 
R,No.123--dated 20th September, 1906--10 miners inches 
2.No.179--dated 17th April, 1907 -10 Miners inches 
(No water rights have been eranted to other users). 
These records were granted under the "\ater 
Clauses Consolidation Act, 1897". Unaer Section 25 of this 
Act, the approvel of the Lieutenant Governor in Council was 
necessary before a record could be authorized for the 
benefit of all or any Indians located on any Indian reserve 
in the Province. 
Water Record No.123 was coniirmed by Order-in- 
Council in 1908 but W.R. No.179 has not been confirmed. 
The Board of Investigation has not yet adjudicated upon 
these records, and although there is no doubt that a 
Conditional License will be issued to supersede W.R.No. 125 
the status of W.Re 179 is doubtful. 
In any case the record dated 20th September, 1906, 
is sufficient to cover the present requirements, ten miners 


inches being equivalent to 160,000 gallons per day. 
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%& 
Sechelt Indian Boarding School---Fire Protection. 


The storage tank described under "Yorks" and 
designated "D" was intended to provide an emergency supply 
for fire protection. On inspection the tank was found to 
contain about 24 feet of water and I was informed that 
the tank hed never been filled, the usual depth varying 
from about one to turee feet. I adjusted the "Y" con- 
nection at "C" so that the tank filled to within three 
inches of the top in less than four hours. The tank when 
full automatically shuts off the inflow as the top of the 
tank is the same elevation as the water in trough "C". 
hs the water level in the tank is drawn down the difference 
in elevation between "C" and "D" is increased so that with an 
empty tank the inflow would be greatest, gradually decreas- 
ing ef the tank fills. It follows that when the tank is 
full the whole flow from the main supply pipe is available 
for use in the villege. 

The present sdjustment of the "Y" should work 
satisfactorily, aad will ensure @ reserve supply of 7,000 
Imperial gallons for the school without affecting the 
village supply to any appreciable extent. 

The pipe from the tank to the school is capable 
of delivering about forty-two Imperial gallons per ninute 
so that with en average inflow of say ten gallons per 
minute while the tank is emptying, the reserve supply 


(during the dry period) should last 34 hours in an emergency. 


Wilson Creek. 


This stream carries an abundant sup ly of water 
during the low-water period and would be a most desirable 
source of supply if a system could be installed at reason- 
able cost. 


years sgo, the Indians co structed a flume and 
from Wilson Creek to the reserve but failed to get 
water on account of seepage losses in porous ground. vsarts 
of the old ditch were inspected, also sections of flume built 
of hollowed cedar which bear evidence of the industry of a 
past generation. The route of this old ditch lies along 
steep and heavily timbered side-hill and probably follows 
the best location obtainable (although no levels were 
taken) but since it was built two deep gulches have been 
formed by washouts which would materially add to the cost 
of a new system. 

Headworks would have to be substantially built 
to obtain water at the lowest stage of the stream and with- 
stand the pressure of high water. Both above and below the 
location of the old Indian intake the ereek flows through 4 
rock canyon, deep and narrow in places, with wider stretches 
strewn with large boulders. The nature f headworks re- 
quired and the cost of couetructing same could only be 
determined after making a detailed survey. That is to say, 
the type of dam would depend on the nature anda contour of the 
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stream-bed and banks at the particular s 
construction, and this could only be det 
running a grade line for the system. 
The lack of transportation facilities for 
delivering materials and supplies onto the ground would 
also add considerably to the cost of the proposed scheme. 
From the cursory examination made I would estimate 
the cost of constructing a system from Wilson Creek, includ- 
ing concrete dam end headworks, the laying of a eiz~inoh 
wood stave pipe, trestling over gulches etc. at from $12,000. 00 
= 0 This estimate might be reduced according to 
the suitability of the dam-site and any natural advantages 
which might be presented should a more detailed investigation 
be made. 
A survey of a proposed water supply system from 
Wilson Creek was made in 1914 by Messrs. Cleveland and 
Cameron (consulting engineers) for the Canadian European 
Investment Company. Notes and plans of this survey are now 
in possession of Messrs. Hawkins & Horie, Consulting Engineers, 
105 London Building, Vancouver, B.C. 
The Canadian European Investment Company was com- 
posed principally of Germans and, after the outbreak of War, 
their interests reverted to the Whitaker interests of 
Sechelt.

Oject from Wilson Creek to supply the combine 
the Sechelt townsite, Sechelt Indian Reserve, 
ship Company and smaller private interests has 
mooted for some time. As iir. Whitaker is perhaps the 
most vitally interested, and as he has complained of the 
inadequacy of the Indian system and source of supply, the 
Department might be well edvised to allow him to take the 
initiative in producing plans and estimates of costs of the 
propos sed system. The De r nt could then accept or reject 
any offer for delivery of wate its merits. In other 
words it would devolve upon Mr. Whitaker to fer the 
De ypar tm ent something better than i iow has installed. 


Conclusions. 


(1)- e source of supr ly now used is adequate to meet 
the requirements of the Indians of Sechelt Indian Reserve 
Noe2 and the Sechelt Indian Boerding School for ten mort hs 
in the year. During the remaining two mont the 

does not fell far short of present demands a 

sicered possible to sufficiently augment the flow 

provide an adequate supply throughout the year. 

(2)- In order that the India and the Boarding School 
should enjoy the benefit of recorded rights, n source thet 
is barely sufficient for their needs, the unlawful diversion 
of water from this system sho be stopped. 

(3)- Owing to the heavy cos f constructing tem 
from Wilson Creek + ; ‘tmen suld be well adv 

withold consideration of the project w e adequacy of 
the present sounes of supply, durin, ] iry season, is 
deteruined.

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Recommendations. 


(1)- That the supply of water from the present system 
to the Whitaker interests be cut off before June 15th. 


(2)- That a further examination of the source of 
supply be made during the dry period with the view of 
eliminating possible losses or augmenting the supply by 
etorage or diversion from any other source which may be 
found to be available. 


(3)- Thet in the meantime no action be taken with regard 
to the Wilson Creek project.

It is a strange fact that at temperatures of 
from 40° to 50° the bacteria in foods mul 
tiply only about 1/400 as rapidly as in 
corresponding temperatures from 50° / 
to 60°. Below 50° deterioration prac 
tically stops.

a large quantity of heat is absorbed by a sub- 
stance when it passes from a liquid to a gaseous 
state. Sulphur dioxide liquid is used because 
at atmospheric pressure it absorbs heat from its 
surroundings, or from a refrigerator, at a very 
low level of temperature, and in so doing 
changes into a gas 
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The Kelvinator compressor takes this heat- 
laden gas at a low temperature level and com- 
presses it to a high temperature level, so that 
the heat removed from the refrigerator may be 
dissipated into the air of the room. In giving 
up its heat to the air, the gas again changes into 
liquid, under pressure, so that the same sulphur 
dioxide is used over and over again 

Referring to the diagram above, the Kelvina- 
tor compressor draws sulphur dioxide gas from 
the gas line, compresses it, and delivers it to the 
condenser as shown in yellow. As the gas 
gives up its heat to the surrounding air, it be- 
comes a liquid under pressure as shown in green 
This liquid is piped to a carefully regulated ex- 
pansion valve where its pressure is released be- 
fore entering the coils of the freezing unit 
The liquid now under reduced pressure absorbs 
heat from the brine in the tank as it changes 
back into a gas again. As heat is removed 
from the brine, it naturally becomes very cold 
and it in turn extracts heat from the metal 
freezing unit which acts as a cake of ice that 
never melts. The heat-laden sulphur dioxide 
gas is then drawn back to the compressor and 
the cycle is repeated 

The process is entirely automatic, the appara 
tus requires no attention and the temperature 
remains constantly cold indefinitely

It is the purpose of this little book to explain as clearly 
as possible, and without the use of technical terms, the 
exact manner in which Kelvinator refrigerates. 


Although the principle of mechanical refrigeration dates 
back to a period long before the era of the automobile and 
electric light, its use, as applied to the home, is, until 
comparatively recent, not generally known. 


Kelvinator has been successfully producing electric 
refrigerating machines for home use for nine years, and 
now has in operation thousands of units in homes of the 
better class in all parts of the United States.

the fundamental laws of heat, particularly the conditions 
under which a liquid will boil and evaporate, and a vapor 
or gas will condense and liquefy. 


de understand the principles of a refrigerating 


Tn the first place it is important to understand the 
difference between HEAT and TEMPERATURE. 


Heat is a form of energy, and is therefore capable of 
performing work, or, in other words, it is capable of 
producing a change in the state of a body. For example, 
iron or steel are ordinarily in the solid state, but through 
the application of heat it is possible to change them to the 
liquid state. Water, in a liquid form, may be changed 
into a vapor or gaseous state by a similar application of 
heat. 


On the other hand, TEMPERATURE only indicates the 
relative hotness of various bodies, 


Whenever temperature is referred to in this article, the 
Fahrenheit scale is used. 


Heat, being a form of energy, cannot be destroyed or 
lost. It may be transferred from one body to another, or 
it can be transformed into a different kind of energy, v. g., 
electrical energy, but for our purpose it will only be 
necessary to consider what takes place when heat is 
transferred from one body to another. 


Heat can be transferred of itself, or can flow, only from 
a body of a higher temperature to a body of a lower 
temperature, never in the reverse order. When the colder 
of two bodies receives heat, two changes take place: First, 
the temperature of the body may be raised; second, the 
state of the matter may be changed. If a solid, it may 
become a liquid; or if a liquid, it may be evaporated into a 
vapor or gas,

it is formed. If the pressure inside the coil rises, the 
temperature at which the liquid will boil will also rise. 
Therefore, if a constant boiling temperature is to be had, 
we must maintain a uniform pressure inside the coils while 
evaporation is taking place. A simple way to do this 
would be to let the gas pass off into the atmosphere, but 
this would necessitate having almost an unlimited supply 
of refrigerant and would be impractical, owing to the 
expense involved. The practical way to secure the 
desired result is to again liquefy the vapor and use it over 
and over. 


How is liquefaction brought about? It has been 
shown that in order to boil a liquid and evaporate it into 
gas or vapor, heat must be applied. To change this vapor 
or gas back to the liquid state, the process must be re- 
versed, and it must be caused to lose or give up the heat 
received during evaporation. As heat can flow only 
from a body of higher temperature to one of lower tempera- 
ture, this vapor or gas cannot be condensed or changed 
into a liquid at atmospheric pressure, unless a substance of 
a temperature lower than 15 degrees can be found. This, of 
course, is not practicable. 


It has been explained that the temperature at which a 
liquid will boil rises as the pressure is increased. It there- 
fore follows that the temperature at which a gas will 
condense will also rise if the pressure is increased. It must 
be emphasized at this point that the pressure being 
constant, the temperature at which any liquid will boil is 
the same as the temperature at which its gas will condense, 
the only difference being that heat must be applied to 
evaporate a liquid, whereas heat must be extracted in 
order to condense a vapor or gas. 


The table on this page shows, for various pressures, the 
corresponding temperatures at which either sulphur- 
dioxide will boil if heat is applied, or at which its vapor or 
gas will condense when the heat is extracted.

By referring to this table it will be noted that at a gauge 
pressure of 50 pounds, liquid sulphur-dioxide will boil, or 
its gas will condense, at 85 degrees. 
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If the gas is taken from the brine tank, compressed to 50 
pounds and discharged into a coil or condenser which is 
also at 50 pounds pressure, the gas in this coil will condense 
at a temperature of 85 degrees. If this coil is in a room, 
the temperature of which is lower than degrees, the 
heat will flow from the gas in the coil to the air in the room. 
‘The loss of heat will change the compressed gas to a liquid. 
‘This liquid will still be at a pressure of 50 pounds to the 
square inch, and before it can again be made to boil at a 
temperature of 15 degrees, it must be reduced to atmos- 
pheric pressure. This reduction is brought about by an 
automatic pressure regulating valve, commonly called the 
expansion valve. This valve is so constructed that it will 
maintain a uniform pressure in the expansion coil, regard- 
less of what the pressure in the condenser may be. 


‘The liquid sulphur-dioxide passes through the expansion 
valve into the expansion coils which are located inside the 
brine tank. This expansion valve is automatic in its 
action and is so constructed as to maintain a constant 
pressure inside the expansion coil. ‘This expansion valve 
may be adjusted so as to maintain a pressure of one, two, 
or three pounds per square inch, as conditions may require, 
The approximate temperature at which the liquid sulphur- 
dioxide will boil at these pressures are:

‘The liquid sulphur-dioxide, being at a temperature of 
from 15 to 21 degrees, depending upon its pressure, is 
boiled and evaporated by the brine, which is usually held 
at a temperature of between 20 and 28 degrees. ‘The gas

denser would probably be about 70 pounds per square inch. 
The corresponding temperature of condensation is 100 
degrees. Therefore, the temperature of the gas inside the 
condenser is 30 degrees higher than the temperature of the 
room, 


Under these conditions the heat will flow from the gas 
into the air, with the result that this gas will be condensed 
and liquified and will again be ready to pass through the 
expansion valve into the coils and repeat its process of 
evaporation. 


It has been shown how the liquid sulphur-dioxide is 
evaporated into a gas by the heat received from the brine. 
As a result of giving up its heat, the temperature of the 
brine is reduced. As the sulphur-dioxide takes heat from 
the brine, so does the brine take heat from the circulating 
air in the refrigerator in which it is placed. 


‘The air contains a certain amount of moisture, or water, 
which, when it comes in contact with the brine tank, is 
immediately frozen and deposits on the tank as frost. In 
this manner the air inside the refrigerator cooled by a brine 
tank not only is kept at a low temperature, but is also kept 
relatively dry. 


Modern refrigerators are so designed as to obtain the 
greatest possible circulation of air, in order that the entire 
box may be kept at a uniformly low temperature. Cold 
air, being heavier than warm, will drop to the lowest 
point of the refrigerator. Inasmuch as all refrigerators are 
practically air tight, if the cold air drops, it forces the warm 
air to rise. ‘This sets the air in motion and if the refrig- 
erator is properly designed, the air can be made to follow 
a certain definite path of circulation inside the box. 


The usual arrangement for proper air circulation in a 
refrigerator with an ice compartment at the side is shown 
in Fig. 1. As the air surrounding the brine tank is cooled, 
it will drop to the lowest point, which will force the remain- 
der of the air inside the refrigerator into motion. The 
construction of the refrigerator is such that the air must 
follow a certain definite path, as indicated by the arrow 


In this manner the warm air is forced out of the food com- 
partment, passes into the ice compartment through the flue 
at the top, where it is cooled by contact with the brine tank, 
and again drops to the lowest point in the refrigerator. 


A common arrangement for circulation in a refrigerator 
made with an ice compartment on top is shown in Fig. 2. 
By this arrangement the cold air descends through the flue 
in the center of the box, which in turn forces the warm air 
to rise through the passages on the sides of the ice chamber 
with the result that the warm air comes in contact with the 
brine tank and is cooled.

Following your request for full particulars regarding Kelvinator 
Refrigerating apparatus ss contemplated for the Sechelt Indian 
School we enclose herewith 


(a)"How Kelvinstor works" being details of the principal and 
application in practice. 


(b) "Kelvinated Foods" being a pamphjet on thesdvantege of dry 
refrigeration over ice and of the adaptibility of Kelvinator to 
the Refrigeration problem. 


(oc) A sketch of the proposed plant as it will appear when completed. 


Father Swenceski went into this subject at great length and a 
quotation hss been sent him based on his requirements and our own 
knowledge of the plant adaptable to his present lighting plant. 


Our Mr. Ferrier has lately returned from Sechelt where he was 
doing some repairs. Mr. Ferrier states that in regard to 
additional load on the batteries it would be a benefit rather than 
a detriment allowing the batteries to go more completely through 
the charge and discharge cycle. Under the present arrangement 
there is danger of overcharging end additionsl load is actuelly 
edvisable. 


The point in any case is, that the Sechelt plant is capable of 
handling the Kelvinator without impaifingits efficiency in the 
least. 


The system we recommend end on which we quote is for a box six 
feet square, for keeping mest or other perishsbles at the proper 
Temperature, constantly. This is done by cooling tanks in the 
refrigerator and two senior Kelvinator units on the top of the 
refrigerator where they will not take up room and be away from 
meddling hends. As the machine needs no adjusting or attention 
this is advisable in any case.

Department for a refrigerating plant, and he has informed me 
that he had figured on a box of the Kelvinator type with six 
cubical foot space which he thinks would suit his purpose. 
This he proposed to install in a pentry in the cement base- 
ment of the Schoole As you mentioned the Jarvis Flectric 
Company in your letter as having made a proposal for the 
installation of mn electric generating plant, I called on this 
Firm in Vancouver to look into the merits of the system which 
they had proposed and found that they handled the Xelvinator 
system.

Dear Sir: Re Electric Lighting Plant 
Sechelt School. 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 25th instant incorporating Engineer Warren's report 
and estimate of cost to put the electric lighting plant 
at the Sechelt Indian School in good condition. 


In reply I beg to say it is noted the Engineer 
states that a new set of patteries would cost $1500.00, 
but, I may say the Farvis Electric Company, in April 
last, gave a quotation of $722.50 for renewing all the old 
plate with a 50-gallon electrolyte all installed and with 
one year's guarantee. Ail this Firm would use of the 
present battery would be the old jars. The Canadian 
Fairbanks-Morse Company also quoted a price of $840.00 
f.o.b. Toronto, which, with freight and installation 
charges would, no doubt, run about $1,000.00 Engineer 
Warren suggests a battery set of 300 ampere. The Cm- 
adian-Fairbanks-Morse company's msiggestionwas for a 
280 ampere battery. I do not know the capacity of the 
present batteries in use at the school, but it must be 
considerablg smaller than that recommended by Enginser 
Warren. Copies of the two estimates above referred to 
are attached hereto for your information. 


In view of the difficulty in obtaining money from 

Ottawa this year, do you think it would not be possible 
for the school to get along for some time by merely re- 
newing the present battery set, cand accepting the tender 

of the Jarvis Electric Company? I say this in view of 
the fact that I was autorized to purchase a battery set, 
but I do not think enough money would be available for 
some little time to entail the expenditure suggested by 
Engineer Warren which is $2275.00. You will observe the 
Jarvis Electric people state they could have the battery 
plates installed inside of two weeks after receiving the 
order. How long would it take to get the set of batteries 
which Engineer Warren recommends? It is doubtful if the 
school can operate very long unless something is done to 
put the plent in workable shape.

In compliance with your request of the 26th ultimo, 
I have ted an investigation mde of the ®lectric Lighting 
Plant of the Sechelt Boarding School vy Mr. We C. Warren 
and from his report to me of September 20th, I have to 
advise you as follows: 


“The plant consists of a 6 H.-P. Fairbanks, 
horizontal type, g2s engine rated at 450 R. 
per minute, belt connected to a 3% Kw. Fairbanks 
shuntwound generator rated at 1400 R. per minute 
and a 56 cell, 180 amp.hr. 112 volt, Western Elec~ 
tric storage battery. This plant with the excep- 
tion of the engine, which was replaced about two 
years ago, has been in operation since the school 
was built. 


The work of the plant has reached its total 
capacity. About 25% more lights are now required 
than when the plant was installed. In addition to 
the lighting requirements, the gas engine also 
drives the laundry mechinery and requires about 
4¢ H.P. to operate. Tne laundry mchinery consists 
of a washing machine 1 H.P. and extractor 3¢ H.P. 
These of course are only operated one day a week. 
The process of charging the battery and operating 
the washing machine being carried on at the same 
time, while to operate the extractor, the generator 
load has to be released... The extractor, however, 
is only run 5 or 10 minutes ata time. In summer 
the battery requires charging twice @ three times 
a week, while in winter it is necessary to charge 
everyday. 


The present battery is almost completely worn 
out and will have to be replaced before the present 
winter. The engine, although not very economical 
in operation is in fair mndition and the generator 
has recently been overhauled. 


The cost of renewing the present battery would 
be practically as much as the cost of a new one and 
the results would be uncertain. 


The engine is slightly under the amount of 
power necessart to operate this plant successfully 
and cannot be run economically. The fuel con- 
sumption at full load anounts to one gallon per 
hour. By the installation of a crude oil engine 
a saving of about $125.00 per year, in operating 
cost, could be effected. 
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In view of the contemplated future installation of 
a refrigeration plant and the necessity of more storage 
for the additional lights d ready added to the system, 
it is recommended that a battery of larger capacity be 
installed in place of the orm now in use. The cost of a 
mew battery of approximately 300 ampere capacity would 
be $1500u0t THis :cost would be somewhat Ie ssened by the 
salvage value of the old one, which might amount to 
$150. The engine while serviceable requires constant 
repairs as it is overloaded under the present arrangment. 
Economy has been practised at the school in the matter of 
labour, and where formerly three men were employed, one 
now attends to all the outside work and also operates 
the heating plant and electric light plant. It is nec- 
essary that these plants operate successfully so that 
this arrangement can be maintained. 


It is recommended that the engine now in use be 
disposed of and a 8 H.P. crude oil one be substituted 
at a cost of $600.00. The salvage value of the old 
encine would be about $100.0' 


The total cost of the improvements proposed would 
be $2,275.00. Allowing for possible recovery from 
plant disposed of, this might be reduced to about 
$2,000.00.

I beg to acknowledge rece pt of your letter of 
the 27th ultimo and note that the Jarvis Blectric Com- 
pany have tendered a price of $722.50 for renewal of 
old battery. I may say that this is practically the 
price of a new battery of the capacity already at the 
school (160 amperehours). The price, $840.00, quoted 
by the Canadian Fairbe inks Morse Company for one of 240 
ampere: hours capac S reasonable for that size bat- 
tery. To this amo unt however would have tw be added 
freight charg ses which would bring the price up to ap- 
proximately $1200.00. This battery while larger than

Re-Lighting Plant Sechelt School. 


On the 23rd March last you wired me to see about 
having a new set of battery plates installed at the Sechelt 
Indian School as the old ones were reported to be in poor 
condition. 


lL obteined a price of $722.50 from the Jervis 
Electric Company, of Vancouver, which was for the providing 
of new plates to replace the old ones, and a 50-gallon eclec- 
trolyte tank, the Company making use of the old battery jars. 
The capacity of the present batteries is 1860 ampere hours. 
I was inetructed to accept this price providing it was the 
most satisfactory one I could obtaine The Cenadian Fairbanks- 
Morse Company then quoted a price of 840.00 f.o-b. Toronto, 
for a 280 ampere hour set of batteries. 


As the supplying of a new battery set appeared to 
be contingent on the installation of a Kelvinator cooling 
plant for the School, I preferred to take no action until 
Il had learned whether the cooling plant would be purchased 
this year. The Department, however, decided that the in- 
stallation of a Kelvinator plant must be laid over until 
next yeare Nothing further was therefore done about the 
purchase of a battery, but in July the Rev. Principal of 
the School wrote to me that the lighting system at the 
School had given ont ond that he had sent the dynamo to 
Vancouver for repairs, thus indicating that the trouble was 
not with the batteries. ‘The “rincipal also stated that the 
6 hepe engine in use at the School was not large enough to 
run a 3+ K.W. dynamo, which required a Sb hep. engine, and 
at the same time run a 20" laundry extractor also requiring 
5b hepe, a8 well as a 30x 36" washing machine requiring a 
further 1/2 hepe ‘The repairs to the dynamo apperently were 
sufficient for the time being but at the end of Angust it 
was found something further would have to be done to meet 
the requirements and as this was a subject with which I was 
not familiar, I deemed it in the best interest of the Depart- 
ment to ask lire. Webb, District Chief Fngineer of the Dominion 
Water Power Branch at Vancouver, to have one of his engineers, 
who hae ‘experience onsuch matters, go to Sechelt as soon 
as possible to see just what was required to put the plant 

in proper shape. 


On the 25th ultimo lire Webb furnished me with the 
report of Yngineer Warren, which provided for a new set of

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patteries of 300 ampere hour capacity, a new Diesel engine 
and two pulleys, the total cost of which, ipeluting S2etgne, 
installation and inspection is put down at $2,275.00. A 
copy of Fngineer Warren's report is attached hereto for your 
information in which you will observe that it is deemed 
essential that a new hattery set should be installed at an 
early date. 


Owing to the difficulty in obtaining money at 
Ottawa at present, I again wrote to lire Webb pointing this 
phase of the question out, end asking him if it would not 
be possible for the School to get along for a time by merely 
renewing the batteries. I also pointed out the prices which 
had been submitted by the Jervis Electric Company end the 
Canadian Fairbanks-Morse, they being much lower than the 
figure quoted by lingineer Warren, but he has now informed me 
that neither the battery at present at the School nor the 
one quoted on by the Conadian Fairbanks-Morse people are 
large enough for the requirements of the School and he 
would recommend the larger size set. So far as a new 
engine is concerned, lire Webb concludes that this is not 
necessary at the present time except to cut the cost of 
operation. The engine now in use at the School is sppar- 
ently good for saveral years yet. 


In view of the above I would strongly recommend 
that if it is impossible at the present time to provide 
sufficient funds for the full new equipment as recommended 
by Fngineer Warren, that the new and larger battery set 
be purchased and installed at as early a date as possible, 
under the direction of an engineer of the Dominion Water 
Power Branch. ee

He informed me that the 
boiler can be purchased from the DeLaval Agency in Vancouver 
at o cost of about $150.00. Father Duplanil has only 
recently been transferred to Sechelt from Ste ary's School 
at Mission, at which place he had one of these boilers and 
he spoke very highly of its usefulness.

I have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of Departmental letter dated July 18th., 
No. 167-18-5, covering copy of a communication from 
the Principal of the Sechelt Indian Residential School 
making requisition for repairs to the roofs of the 
Sechelt Residential School buildings and other desired 
work. 


In reply thereto I beg to say that I 
have consulted with the Principal of the School, who 
informs me that if the expenditures referred to are 
authorized by the Department the management will have 
the work done, except the installation of a new drum 
for washing machine and the repair of the roofs, which 
require expert labor. The management expects the Depart- 
ment to pay for labor. 

Reporting on the work ,etc., for which 
authority is asked under their respective heads I beg 
to state:- 


1. Permanent repair of flat roofs over kitchen, 
laundry and boiler room at cost of approximately $80.00 
is recommended. I can procure a cauldron and spreader 

or the asphaltum in Vancouver and return it after use, 
he cost for loan of these utensils being nominal. 


2. The staining of the roofs of the main building 
and chapel at approximate cost of $109.00 is recommended 
inasmuch as the roofs have not been stained since the 
building was first completed. 


The cost of the above two items over and above 
the estimate of the Prineipal is on account of freight 
charges, hire of utensils, wharfage and cartage at 
Sechelt, not estimated by the Principal. I think the 
work should be done if possible before the frosty weather 
sets in. If this can not be done it should be left over 
until the spring. 


3. Thirty-one windows to be covered with hardware 

wire cloth 3 x 3 mesh, 30 inches wide, galvanized, would 
K\. involve a cost of approximately $57.00 complete. This 

x work is not considered urgent.

4. Drum of washing machine. As this is purchas- 
able in Toronto, I would recommend the same to be 
obtained and forwarded at the earliest possible date, as 
it is urgently required to replace one worn out. The cost 
can not be given or obtained in Vancouver in so far as I 
am able to ascertain. 


5. Fencing. In this matter the Department will be 
aware that on the 16th. April 1925 by letter No. 27167-1 
the Department authorized Mr. L. S. Cokely, Land Surveyor 
of Courtenay,B.C. to proceed with the surveying of the 
limits of a fifteen acre parcel on Sechelt Reserve No.z 
which it was agreed by the members of the Band on February 
17th. 1925 should be set aside for the purpose of the 
Indian Boarding School at that point. I have not since 
that time been advised of the completion of this survey 
by Mr. Cokely nor have I on file any map or data in this 
connection. I think it is advisable that a map should be 
sent to me that would aid me in locating the posts planted 
by this surveyor who carried out his work under the super- 
vision of the Indian Commissioner at Victoria. The fencing 
4g not considered urgent except that it would prevent 
horses and cattle from straying on to the public highway. 
A small portion only of the property assigned to the school 
has as yet been cleared, in fact some of the stumping which 
was done under direction of this Department has not been 
followed up by clearing of the debris as had been anticipated 
by the Rev. Father Anthony, a former Principal, who was 
inclined to outdoor activities and farm development, and was 
later removed by the Church authorities to Kamloops or another 
Interior Boarding School. Reverend Father John, Rev. Father 
Barney and the present Principal, Rev. Father MoCaffrey, 
are men of scholastic type and do not appear to be as en- 
thusiastic about devehoping this land as Father Anthony was. 
Had Father Anthony remained at Sechelt, no doubt a great deal 
more land would have been cleared. I would also point out 
that the land is poor and sandy and even when treated with 
heavy applications of fertilizer has not been as productive 
as might be desired. This matter could receive fuller 
consideration and an estimate of material required could be 
better prepared were I provided with a surveyor's plan show- 
ing definite areas and the description given by the Reverend 
Principal under Section 5 of his letter could be more useful 
if augmented by this plan. 


6. Chicken house. This I believe to be necessary as 
the hous@ in present use are very old and some are getting 
rotten. Approximately $15.00 should be added to the Prin- 
cipal's estimate of $260.00, to take care of freight,wharfage 
gnd cartage. I would recommend that this work be carried 
out as early as possible 


7. The Reverend Prineipal has been advised of the 
Department's observations to the effect it is considered 


this equipment

this equipment should be provided by the school authori- 
ties from their Per Capita Grant or other receipts. 


I would ada that the foregoing items have 
been placed in my estimates for 1929-30, and Mr. Commissioner 
Ditchburn has been advised that there is a probability that 
the Department may authorize some of this expenditure during 
the present fiscal year.

I wish to advise you that Reverend lather 
McCaffrey, Principal of Sechelt Indian Residential School, 
has advised me that it is necessary to have the stove in 
connection with the laundry drier repaired or replaced, 
as it is in a deplorable condition owing to the lining 
being completely burned oute As it is now, the stove can 
not draw and besides practically all the smoke enters the 
drying chamber to such an extent that it can not be used. 
It may be possible to procure a new lining for this stove 
or if not, a new fixture will have to be installed. The 
drier bears the mark "Roberts Patent - Peck Williamson Co. 
Cincinatti, Ohio, 1898." 


The only mark the Principal can find on the stove 
is the firm name and the mark " 5 = L." 


It is possible that this drier and stove were 
installed new ehen the building was erected and that you 
may have on record the name of the firm which supplied the 
same.

I beg to refer to Departmental letter 
dated September 29th. last, No. 167-18-5, in which 
authority was given by the Department for the 
expenditure of the sum of 480.00 for the repair of 
the flat roofs over the kitchen, laundry and boiler 
room at the Sechelt Indian Residential School and a 
further sum of $275.00 for the erection of a chicken 
house in connection with this school. I would inform 
the Department that after consulting with the Princi- 
pal, Rev. J. McCaffrey, it was considered advisable 
on account of the very inclement weather to defer 
the carrying out of this work until a little later 
in the spring. I wrote a letter to the Principal on 
January 25th. pointing out that I would like to have 
this work finished before the end of the present 
Fiscal Year, but the Principal replied that on account 
of the then adverse weather conditions it was consid- 
ered an unpropitious time to carry out the work. More- 
over the engineer at the school, Mr. Field, upon whom 
the Principal had counted to do this work, was so 
occupied that he could not promise the Principal any 
aid especially as the heating plant and engines impose 
& heavy duty upon him, therefore he could not see any 
likelihood of the work on the chicken house being 
begun, much less completed,before the end of the 
present month of March. The Principal regrets that 
this should be so but expresses the hope that the 
appropriation so kindly granted by the Department 


can be held in abeyance for more favorable conditions 
a little later. 


I would therefore request that,if possible, 
the appropriation for this work be extended beyond the 
end of the present Fiscal Year.

INSPECTION REPORT VANCOUVER AGENCY No. 1.

SECHELT RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL: 


This school had broken up for the holidays 
and the Rev. Principal was away. However, one of the 
Brothers was in charge and took us around. I found the 
building in good order and well kept. Some of the 
| plaster on the walls, however, requires renewing, as 
if this is not done soon, it is liable to spread and get 
worse. Here too, I found that the chemical extinguishers 
should be replenished and suggested their being emptied 
for training purposes. The fire alarm system in this 
sohool is inadequate, there not being enough bells. 

Some bells should certainly be placed over each dormitory 
door, and I wondered whether those bells that were in use 
for three years in the Girls' Wing at Kamloops Residential 
School might not be sent up there and installed as soon 
as the work of installing the new system at Kamloops is 
completed. Proper fire drill too, should be organized. 


There is not much agricultural land available 

at this school, but the vegetable garden at this school 

is well kept and creditable. The Brother informed me 

that good potatoes were difficult to get and costly. I 
should think that Indian schools like St George's at 
Lytton, would be only too pleased to sell their surplus 

and by purchasing a carload they would not be costly, 
provided Sechelt school dug a potato cellar in which to 
store them. I will make enquiries to that effect.

Sir: 


Mr. Inspector Pragnell, in a report on his 
insneetion of the Sechelt Indian Residential School, recommends 
that the chemioal fire extinguishers be recharged. He suggests 
their being emptied of their present contents in training the 
pupils and etaff in the handling of this equipment. I have, 
therefore, to request that you will arrange for the purchase of 
the new chemicals required to recharge these extinguishers. 
After these chemicals have been delivered at the school, you 
should arrange with the school authorities to discharge the 
present extinguishers with a view to showing the pupils and staff 
how this equipment should be used in case of fire, As soon as 
the extinguishers have been emptied, the new refills should be 
put in. Pleose forward a certified aocount, in duplicate, 
covering the expenditure incurred in the purchase of new refills. 
This matter should receive your early attention. 


Mr. Pragnell states that the fire alarm system 
at this school is inadequate, as there are not enough bells, He 
recommends that the belle that have been in use at the Kamloops 
School, but are not further required, be sent to the Sechelt 
School and installed over each dormitory door. We are requesting 
Mr. Inspector Pragnell to forward the belle to the Sechelt School 
snd when they arrive you should arrange to have them properly 
installed, You may, if necessary, obtain the services of an 
electrician to do thie work, When the work is completed, you 
should forward an account, in duplicate, properly certified, 
covering the expenditure inourred. 


The Inspector also recommende thet proper fire 
drill be carried out at thie school, and you should have the 
sohool authorities arrange for the instruction of the oupils 
in fire drill, and, in future, these fire drills should be carried 
out at frequent intervals. You should aee that these drills are 
satisfactorily carried out so that the pupils and staff will be 
thoroughly prepared should an emergenoy occur. 


I shall be glad to hear from you later regarding 
the installing of the fire alarm gongs and the steps taken by 
the school authorities in carrying out proper fire drill.

Report on Indian School Sewage Disposal. 


Present Conditions - Filter Bed not absorbing affluent 
from Septic Tank, as soil has become sealed up on account 
of grease, soap,etc. not being properly broken up in 

septic tank. Ground surrounding filter pasin is water- 
logged or so filled with moisture as to prevent renewal 

of oxygen. Surface ditches have been dug outside the school 
boundry, these are in a very insanitary condition. 

Cause of these conditions ~ Septic tank rather small for 
the number of persons accomodated by the system. Too much 
soap, grease, bleaches, or A@isinfectants used for the 
proper working of anorabic bacteria, the disintragating 
agency. Too much water on wash days, not allowing suf fi- 
cient time in the septic tank, for the proper breaking up 
of the solids, and greasy matter, before same is discharged. 
Stone filter beds have not proved very satisfactory in the 
case of this school, for the ultimate disposal of the 
affluent, as the space between stones fill in course of 
time rendering the bed unable to take care of the discharge 
from the tank, which is of the intermitting syphon type, 
that several times each day dischargea 897 gallons into the 
filter basin, so if the space between the stones cannot 
absorb this quantity it backs up in the pipe filling the 
septic tank, above the proper water level, thereby disturb- 
ing fluids in tank, and preventing the proper functioning 
of same. Nearly all the trouble is caused by the filter 
bed being unable to receive the full flow from the septic 
tank, on the instant of discharge, and the ultimate sealing 
up and water logging of the said basin. 


I have formulated three plans for the remedy or 
removal of these conditions. You will note that none of 
these are without objections. Plans No. Two and Three would 


be ideal in as far as the school is concerned and would be 
permanent. 


Plan No. One. 


Construct a crate of rough heavy cedar five by 
sixteen by five feet, properly braced but with no bottom, 
but with a strong close cover, the whole to be buried 
eighteen inches below the surface of the ground, so the soil 
could be tilled above it. Connect crate to discharge of 
tank, with six inch vitrous pipe, and storm water drains 
with four inch vitrous pipe. Locate this crate a short 
distance from the present filter basin. This, I believe, 
would be satisfactory for from four to six years, after 
which it would necessary to renew and relocate. 


Plan Wo. two 
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Plan No. Two. 


Connect discharge of septic tank, with joints 
properly cemented for & A@istance of about nine hundred ani 
fifty feet, to a pot hole, or a depression in the ground, 
gaid pot hole is located on the Indian Reserve, in a North 
Westerly direction from the school, but unfortunately out- 
side the school property, on the north side of the Govern- 
ment Road. It would be necessary to erect a rough log or 
other fence surrounding the discharge end of this pipe. 
This plan would in my opinion be the pest to follow, if 
arrangements can be made with the Indian Council. 


Plan No. Three. 


Would be to pipe discharge to sea water, either 
on the front of to Porpoise Bay. ‘This plan would be costly 
and would certainly raise a lot of opposition to discharging 
sewage into salt water so near to the summer resorts. 


Whatever plan is followed, the whole system should 
first be thoroughly cleaned out, and the septio tank restarted. 


Trusting this is the information desi red.

In this matter I beg to say that on receipt of the 
Department's wire Mr. Agent Perry immediately communi- 
cated with Mr. Tebb and also with Rev. Principal 
MoCaffrey. Unfortunately Mr. Tebb’ was engaged in 
other work and could not give immediate attention to 
the matter and as there was no other person at Sechelt 
qualified to submit an engineer's report, Mr. Tebb's 
inspection and report were delayed until recently 
when a report was submitted by lir. Tebb dated August 
28th., original and copy of which are sent herewith. 
Mr. Tebb was subsequently asked by Mr. Agent Perry 

to submit his estimate of the cost of plans numbered 

1 and 2,respectively, eliminating plan No.3. which 
would have been objected to by the white people in 

the vicinity. Mr. Tebb has by letter dated September 
15th., the original of which is also sent herewith, 
estimated the approximate cost of plan Noel. at $185,00 
and plan No.2. at $505.00. Original letter dated 
September 3rd. signed by Reverend J. McCaffrey endorsing 
the carrying out of plan No.é. is also sent herewith. 
It is recommended after discussion with Mr. Perry that 
plan No.2. be carried out as being the best means of 
eliminating the sewage difficulties at this school. 

I should point out, however, that the "pot-hole" 
referred to by Mr. Tebb may be found to be on the 
Sechelt Reserve No.2. beyond the limits of the recently 
surveyed 15 acres for the school but this point can be 
cleared up as soon as @ visit can be made to Sechelt 
when the Council's consent might be obtained, should 
it be found that the area of sewage discharge is out- 
side the school property. 


In the meantime the Reverend Principal has 
been requested to take all possible steps to prevent 
entrance into the septic tank at present existing of 
too great a body of soapy water,etc., and the principal 
and his staff are endeavoring to do 80.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 27th. ultimo with reference to staining and cleaning 
moss from the roof of Sechelt Indian School. The moss has 
become very thick on about 1500 sq.ft. of the roof, the total 
area of which is 10,338 sq.ft. 


The Prineipal considers it would cost approxi- 
mately $500.00 to scrape the moss and pay for stain and labour 
but he has valued the stain at $4.50 per gal. and covering 
120 sq.ft. to the gallon. I have taken it up with the shingoleen 
vendors here who state that 1 gal. should cover approximately 
150 ft. and the cost of the shingoleen in barrels in Vancouver 
$2.00 per gallon. Father McCaffreysestimate is excessive as I 
am quite sure the complete Job could be done for $350,00 
including freight charges on shingoleen from Vancouver. It is 
necessary that this work be done immediately while the school 
is closed, first to protect the shingles and avoid heavy expense 
of re-shingling, as it is 8 years since the shingling was done 
and unless protected will not last their full term. Sechelt 
is on an exposed part of the Coast, and high winds strike the 
school continually. 


The principal reason for removing the moss is 
n account of fire risk. The moss is dry and inflammable and 
spark from the chimney might start a fire at any time. This 
part of the work at least is urgent but it would not be 
economical to remove the moss without re-staining the shingles. 


I respectfully recommend that this work be done 
at an early date.

I beg.to advise you that the Principal of the 
Sechelt Indian Residential School has applied for 210 feet 
of linoleum 3-1/2 feet wide for use in the corridors of 
the School. ‘The linoleum in use at present is badly 
worn and has been in use for eight years. There are large 
holes in it and none of it is of any use. 


The Principal has requested that a good quality 
of linoleum be supplied and local merchants quote prices 
on Battleship linoleum 3 feet wide from $1.60 to 92.45 
per square yard. ‘The Principal's request for 3-1/2 foot 
width would make too much waste, as this linoleum is made 
in 6 feet widths. ‘The medium linoleum, which is about 
the same as that in use at present is 1.95 per square 
yard.

J ‘ With regard to the item referred to of work done in 
1929, I have gone into this matter with Mr.Tebb and you have 

on file his detailed report of three different schemes, one of 
which was adopted. These reports undoubtedly entailed con- 
siderable work and my predecessor promised him he would be 
remunerated. 

Mneloguresiq- The work was done much under the estimate, although 
this was due to a fortunate discovery of a clear passage 
through the bush. It was expected that considerable blasting 
of stumps would have to be done and rock removed or cut through, 
but this was almost entirely avoided accounting for a far 
less cost of construction than could possibly have been expected 
in this locality.

Sir: 


With reference to the recent outbreak of 
typhoid at the above School, I am advised that there 
were actually only two cases, the third has been diagnosed 
as other than typhoid. There has been some delay about 
obtaining analysis of the milk and water used by the 
School but neither is considered by the medical officer 
and others to have been the causée 


I am having the sewage disposal system checked 
up for possible trouble as the Principal says there is a 
distinct odour in the basement. 


The children at this school are not clean 
and I consider the lack of bathing facilities responsible. 
There are forty girls and forty boys usually in 
attendance and each section has two baths, one a small one 
for infants and two toilets. There shovld be installed as 
soon ss possible six shower baths for each section. 
These could be installed very cheaply, the woodwork would 
be done by the school and the plumbing would be a simple 
matter. They do not need any elaborate fixtures--merely 
a row of sprinklers with valves. I am advised that at 
present there is so much congestion at bathing time that 
two use the same water. I was surprised to hear it and 
consider it disgraceful. Shower baths would take care of 
six at a time and would be infinitely more sanitary, and 
quicker. 


I would recommend therefore that these fixtures 
be installed at an early date.

Dear Mr.Ball,- 


In reply to your letter of the 13th inst., 
No.1665, would say I have been to the School and find the out- 
let sewer is working perfectly and you can rest assured 
that this piece of work will not, at any time, give you any 
trouble. 


I also inspected the sanitary installation in the 
basement and find on the boys' side there is considerable 
odour due to urine on the floor. Now I do not wish to imply 
that it is due to want of cleanliness on the part of anyone 
of the staff. There used to be a urinal for the boys but 
this is not there anymore and there are only two closets for 
forty boys which in my opinion is not enough. There is 
always a grand rush, when classes are dismissed or play is 
over and no doubt a good deal of jostling and a good amount 
goes on the floor. One of the closets I found partly 
chocked by some obstruction in trap discharge orifice. This 
the Principal is having the engineer clear to-day by taking 
up bowl and clearing and resetting. I also found considerable 
leakage from the closet tanks either from a worn douglass 
float or for want of a new washer on intake valves, but 
covers of tanks were nailed down, no doubt to keep the 
children from interfering with the mechanism, so I was unable 
to determine which. This leakage results in only about a 
half flush and is not enough to insure proper clearing of the 
bowle There is also the matter of newspaper being used and 
sometimes in such large pieces to cause the bowl to overflow 
by clogging the outlet. This happened yesterday. There was 
a large piece of paper in bowl and when I flushed it, it 
clogged for a few seconds, but finally passed through. 

There are no wood seats on any of the closets in the base- 
ment. One bowl has the rim broken. 


On the girls' side there are three closets, but 
one is not in commission being broken and the water turned 
off. This side is clean. There is no odour. I certainly 
think that a battery of urinals or more closets should be 
installed on the boys' side, and a new closet to replace the 
broken one on the girls' side of basement.

Sir,- 


I beg to report further in connection with the 
outbreak of typhoid fever at Sechelt Residential School 
which I reported upon March 13th instant. The water has 
been found pure and the sewage disposal system is working 
perfectly. I mentioned in my letter of the 13th the 
uncleanly condition of the boys and also some parts of the 
school. These are matters for stricter supervision by the 
Principal, the Rev.Father Maillard, and the responsibility 
is entirely his own; even if there are inadequate sanitary 
facilities. 


On May 26, 1930, I wrote you asking if a urinal 
could be installed at the school as the principal theg, 
the Rev.Father McCaffrey, found it extremely aifficult to 
keep the lavatories clean, but in your letter of June 2, 
File 167-18-5, this was refused. Under date of March 13th, 
I asked for permission to have shower baths installed and I 
now enclose a copy of a letter from Mr.A.R.Tebb, of Sechelt, 
which explains the necessity for further lavatory 
accommodation. 


I may ada@ that the School authorities are of the 
opinion that effluvia from these lavatories caused the 
typhoid, but medical opinion does not support such contention. 


I respectfully request authority to have the 
lavatory accommodation repaired and enlarged to meet the 
needs of the School and an inexpensive set of tne Pro 
installed at the same time. @ principal of the Provincial 
Industrial School for Boys made a strong complaint that 
three boys committed to his institution recently from the 
Sechelt School arrived there in a filthy condition and

Your letter of the 20th and enclosed copy of 4 
communication from Dr. Inglis came to hand last Saturday, as you 
mentioned that you had requested the Doctor to call on me to 
discuss his complaint, I have not answered more promptly; to the 
present time I have not seen Dr. Inglis though I believe he has 
been to Sechelt twice recently. I have been to point where dis~ 
charge takes place, and while there is odour distinguishable 
inside the enclosure, but is not noticeable at any great distance 
from the said enclosures, and the conditions are not comparable to 
conditions prevailing for a number of years within 70 feet of 
class rooms and the boys dormitory, now, the present point of 
complaint is approximately 800 feet distant from the school, 
across the Government Road and there is not any other building as 
close as the school is, except the stable. 


However, if this open discharge is considered a menace 
to health or otherwise objectionable a rock and gravel filter bed 
could be constructed at the outlet, or better still a rough crate 
like box, built of 2x6 cedar with joints spaced 1 inch apart at 
sides and ends, no bottom, and a close top, this would need be 3 
feet wide 3 feet deep by 40 feet long placed under ground and 
covered by a foot of earth. I would recommend the box first on 
account of cost, and also from the danger of a filter bed to over~ 
flow at point where the sewer enters.

Now the new effluent discharge pipe has been put 
in, carrying the waste to a lower level we find the septic tank 
again functioning, and it is an impossibility for the waste matter 
to back up and prevent it so doing, or endangering the school 
sewer, but there is bound to be some odour at the outlet, but 
not to be compared with the conditions which had prevailed in 
the school grounds for years previous to this installation. The 
next time you are in Sechelt I would like to go over the ground 
with you.

Water Supply : 


This is from a spring about 2% miles from the school. 
The water is piped to the school and to the Indian Village. The 
water is good but the supply is limited, particularly in sumer. 
The Indians in the village are reported to be leaving the taps 
open. Some of the water runs away. During July, August and 
September the school is without sufficient water. During these 
months, there is no pressure in the pipes sufficient for fire 
fighting. There is no water available at that season for irrigation. 


I would revommend that, as soon as possible, the school 
be connected with the main water pipe of the Union Estates. This 
pipe runs near the school, and as far as I can learn, there is 
abundance of water in this pipe line at all times of the year. This 
would give proper fire protection to the school.

Outside the building, 
there is one fire hydrant, In the summer months, neither 
the supply of water nor sufficient to meke 
this hydrant of any practical q remark applies to the 
three stand pipes (one on eac . There 
are 18 chemical extinguishers inside the building. a 
small fire might be fought. The door from the small girls’ 
dormitory to the fire escape is kept locked. ‘he key to this door 
is in the supervisor's room. The big girls pass through the 
supervisor's room to the escape. ‘The door to the supervisor's 
room is not locked. I held a fire drill while inspecting the school. 
The children were in their clessrooms, etc. I was not very satisfied 
with the results of this drill. ‘The children were clear of the 
building in less than sixty seconds; but they did not walk out in an 
orderly manner. Some ran, which is a very bad practice during any 
sort of fire drill. The Principal explained this by saying that 
the children were happy. I still do not think that they should be 
permitted to run at fire drill. 


Sanitary Conditions: 


The wash rooms were perfectly clean. In the kitchen, 
which was also clean, the wall tiles are much worn. It looks to me 
as if very inferior material was used here, when the school was 
built. The giris' toilets seem to be in good condition. The boys' 
toilet in the basement was not in a satisfactory condition. There 
are only two toilets here for 39 boys. One of these toilets was 
completely blocked up. fhe Principal informs me that this particular 
toilet bowl keeps on blocking. ‘There is nothing wrong with the drain 
as the other bowl flushes properly. ‘There is also great need for a 
urinal in this boys' basement. I took this matter up with the Indian 
Agent, who informs me that he has arranged for the clearing of the 
toilet bowl, and the installation of urinals. He had been working 
on this matter previous to my visit to the school. 

The boys' recreation room might, I consider, be kept much 
cleaner. ‘There is plaster off the wall, due I believe to the kicking 
of balls about the room. I do not consider that the Department 
should be called on to pay for repairs to the walls when proper 
supervision would make such a condition impossible. 

The bithulistic top has worn off the cement in the girls 
basement. ‘There are only two bath tubs on each side of the school. 

I understand from Mr. Indian Agent Ball that he has arranged for 
the installation of six shower baths on each side of the school. 
Some large cracks have developed in the wall of the boys' infirmary. 

The linoleum of the corridors is much worn. ‘The Principal 
asks for 65 yards of plain brown Battleship Linoleum 3 ft. wide. I 
do not consider that the need for this is very urgent, when the 
funds of the Department are so badly needed for urgent matters.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 26th ultimo with reference to the Sechelt water 
system. 


In compliance with your instructions, I am 
now forwarding full particulars. In January last Mr.Diteh- 
burn sent me a copy of the Dominion Water Power Branch's 
report dated January 7, 1931, upon the extension of the 
system, and as the Sechelt Band had asked for this 
extension several years ago, I asked Mr.Ditehbdurn to recommend 
it. Because of the situation which has developed since that 
time regarding the shortage of funds and in view also of 
the partial breakdown of the whole water system, I beg to 
withdraw the recommendation to extend the present system. 


The Department is aware that the Union Estates 

constructed their water system through the Indian Reserve 
at Sechelt without payment for the privilege but the under- 
standing seems to have been that at some future time they 
would supply the School and Reserve with water at a price 
to be agreed upon, but no @efinite arrangement was made. 
Instead of incurring the expense of replacing or repairing 
our system, I would suggest that if we can 50 arrange, we 
tap the Union Estates line from one of the T s placed in 
position for that purpose and supply the School from that 
source, leaving all the water in the present system for 
the Indians. We have on fyle an estimate of $1,623.00 for 
material and labour to construct a six inch wood stave 

from the Company's system to the School with three 
hydrants and 150 feet of hose for each hydrant. With 
steel pipe the cost would be $800.00 more put with only 
two hydrants instead of three. This would cover cost of 
construction only; we would still have to arrange with 
the Union Estates. I understand that their system cost 
about $23,000.00 and they will ask for a proportion of this 
amount and upkeep. This proportion was estimated at that 
time to be $3,850.00 so that on this basis our total cost 
for the School would be $5,473.00. Major Harold Brown is out 
of town but as soon as he returns I have an appointment with 
him and can give you further information as to the Company's 
views. Our requirements would be avout one-half cubic 
feet per second for the school and reserve. The Company's 
system carries 4-1/2 c.f.S8- No one in Vancouver at oresent

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can tell me whether the Company is incorporated as @ 
water district and could sell water, but I believe they 
would be--Major Brown of course will be able to give me 
this information also. 


The water system on the Reserve will not carry 
the pressure of the Company's system, but the Indians 
would have sufficient for their needs for a few yeers at 
least if the school is excluded from it. I find ina 
report by Mr.Mat thew Balls that the cost of renewing the 
whole existi system, both school and reserve, would be 
between $12,000.00 and $15,000.00. 


The Department would no doubt decide whether part 
or all of the cost of supplying water to the School con- 
stitutes a charge against the school appropriation. When 
I have seen Major Brown I will report further as to their 
views on the matter.

I have to inform you that this morning, in 
company with Mr. Indian Agent Ball, I had an interview 
with Mr. Harold Brown, General Manager of the Tnion 
Steamship Co. with reference to Indian participation in 
the water supply system of the Union Estates Ltd. at 
Sechelt which passes through the Indian Reserve. 


Mr. Brown at that interview stated that his 


company would supply water for domestic and fire fighting 
purposes for the Indian School at a flat rate of $100. 
per year, it being understood that the Department of 
Indian Affairs would bear the expense of all connections 
necessary from the Union Estates system. 


So far as the school is concerned, I think 
this is a very equitable and satisfactory offer on the 
part of Mr. Brown. So far as irrigation at the school 
is concerned, I think it would be advisable, for the 
present at least, to obtain the irrigation supply from 
the existing Indian system, the Indian village being 
deserted during most of the summer months when water 
is required for irrigation.

Dear Sir: 


On Jehuary 26th last I wrote you with reference 
to the Sechelt water system, asking you to recommend an 
extension in the village of that system. 


Since that time, the situation has changed 
completely because there is an apparent preakdown in the 
pipe line from the intake to the school tank as Father 
Maillard reports there is only 1-1/2 feet of water in the 
tank and very little coming into it. The pipes, flumes and 
box at the intake are in disrepair and it would mean & 
heavy outlay to replace it. The Department wrote me for 
particulars, and I have suggested to shem that we connect 
with the Union Estates pipe-line for the school supply and 
turn all the water from the existing system into the village 
pipes. This would be ample for the village needs for some 
time and the school would then have a proper supply wi th 
fire protection. There ig an estimate on file of $1,623.60 
for this work with three hydrants and hose, construction 
being of woodstave pipe. Tr steel pipe is used the cost 
is given as $600.00 extra with two hydrants instead of 
three. 


Regarding the supply of water, I made an appoint- 
ment with Major Brown of the Union Estates and with Mr. 
CG. E. Webb talked the matter over with him. Major Brown 
offers us water for the School for $100.00 per annum which 
you will agree is most reasonable. IT reported this to the 
Department recommendine that the work be done and Major 
Brown's offer accepted. 


Mr. Webb advised me that you have written him 
authorizing the extension to the village system. If this 
can be done in addition to the school job so much the 
better, but if only one job can be done, I consider the 
school work of far greater impor tance.

In the past, the Aechelt Indian Residential 
School and the contiguous Indian village have secured 
water from a wooden stave pipe. The system has not been 
very satisfactory, particularly in the summer months, 
when the supply is very limited. In addition, the pipe 
is constantly in need of repairs. At the present time, 
under authority of P. C. 1530/1118, of May 15th, 3720 is 
being expended from Band Funds for the purpose of ex- 
tending the system to additional homes on the reserve. 


For some years, the Department has known the 
desirability of securing a better supply for the Sechelt 
School. The Union Estates, in 1929, provided a splendid 
water supply system for their property at Selma Park and 
for the village of Sechelt. Their water main for Sechelt 
passes through the Indian village. The easement to the 
Company was granted by the Indians eladly, on the under- 
standing that, at some future date, we should be granted 
the privilege of connecting with the water system for the 
Indian village and for the residential school. 


The Union Estates have ofter water to t 
Sechelt Indian Residential School for an annual char 
$100. wl. Commissioner Ditchburn . @ EB. Wend, 
District Chief Engineer, of the Dominion Water Power, 
consider this a most favourable proposition, and, as a 
suitable supply for the school is now a matter of real 
urgency, it is strongly recommended that we tie on to the 
Union Estates system. The school would secure a domestic 
water supply and outside fire protection by hydrants. 


The Dominion Water Power Branch has estimated 
the cost of connecting up with 4 6 inch steel pipe at 
p2,193,.50. This amount can be charged to the miscell- 
aneous item in the Indian Education Vote, in which there 
remains approximately $5,000 unassigned. I shall be glad 
to have your instructions in the matter.

Sir:- 


I beg to enclose herewith a voucher for 
paint used at Sechelt Residential School in much 
needed renovations. The purchase was not authorized and 
Father Maillard has requested me to report the circum- 
stances in support of his claim. 


I regret to say the School had been allowed 
to become dilapidated under previous management and 
Father Maillard asked for authority to have it painted 
and varnished throughout. I advised him funds were not 
available and he insisted it must be done for hygienic 
reasons. Just before school closed he commenced on the 
work and everyone, including the sisters and pupils were 
kept diligently employed in scraping, varnishing and 
painting from top to ottom and I am pleased to say that 
the whole school is flow 4 oredit to the Department. 


Every bed in the school was taken apart, washed 
in lysol, scraped and enamelled and looks as good as new. 
All walls are painted with a washable paint and floors 
\geraped and varnished. Every desk was scraped, sand 
papered, painted and varnished and I admit they were 
particularly dirty. Lavatories, wash-rooms, etc. were also 
treated with lysol and painted or white-washed and the 
school when it closed for vacation was absolutely clean, 


sanitary and wholesome. 
‘ws Only one room--the boys’ playroom in the base- 


ment--was untouched. This was walled with gyproc or 
similar material and has been broken into small pieces. 
It needs a lumber finished interior instead of a brittle 
substance as used and to do this work $40.00 worth of 


plain lumber is required. 


I have been particularly pleased with the great 
improvements made by Father Maillard at this school re- 
iff cently and it reflects much eredit upon him and his staff. 


I hope this account for the paint will be re- 
funded to him, the labour has been given free and to have 
had the work done privately would have cost many times 
the amount.

I strongly recommend that the following be autho¥ietd in 
order that the above Manual Training class may complete the work on 
their own shop and do some very necessary repairs before the end 
of the fine weather this summer:- 


Shingles for wood shed, implement shed, and manual training shop. 
32000 shingles, 100 pounds galvanized shingle nails - 1 1/8 in. 
1200 ft. 1 inch by 8 inches shiplap. 

I believe that it would be perfectly proper to charge this to our 

pecial Vote as most of it is for the Manual Training class and the 

remainder will be used by the class in doing practical and very 

necessary repairs.

During the year, the boys have painted the interior of the 
rooms on the boys' side. This includes the dormitories and class- 
rooms on this side. They have started on the girls' side but have 
not the necessary paint. The school asks for a grant of $75.00 for 


}the necessary paint to finish the work. I most strongly reconmend 
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this. Much money has been saved to the Department by having the 
boys do this work and it is splendid training for them.

The barn is in a satisfactory state of repair, although 
it badly needs a new coat of paint. This may perhaps be put off 
for another year, as we are so short of money. 


Sanitary Conditions:- 


in the boys' basement the recreation room reported in poor 
condition last year still has plaster off the walls and windows 
broken. The Principal informs me that he has the lumber necessary 
for the repairs to this room; but that the necessary work is far too 
big a job for the Manual Training Class ‘to undertake. I agree with 
him in this. In my opinion, it will be necessary to employ an 
experienced carpenter to complete this work. The damage to this 
recreation room was caused by boys from the village for the most 
part, and occurred before the present Principal took charge of the 
school. I still do not consider that the Department should be called 
oh to pay for the repairs to this room. The damage was obviously 
caused by lack of proper supervision. 


Laundry 
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Laundry:- There are five double enamelled tubs, one rotary washing 
machine, one extractor and one hot air drier. A new heater for the 
laundry drier is urgently required. The present heater fmexcthz 

is now worn out. It is a Number 24 Peek Williamson Co. 
Cincinatti model. It is possible that some other form of heater 
made in Canada would be just as good. The heater supplies hot air to 
the drier; and is made to fit the hot air intake. I do not think 
that the Principal's idea of turning an old bakery, which has never 
been used as such, into a “Dry Room" is a satisfactory substitute 
and I prefer to recommend the supply of another heater as mentioned 
above. 
cx xX 


I recommend that the school be given lumber, cement, and 
paint, sufficient for the construction of a modern chicken house 60 
ft. by 15 ft. The materials would cost about $250.00 at the wharf 
at Sechelt, and the boys of the Manual Training class could erect 
the house under the direction of the Manual Training Instructor. As 
funds are so urgently required for several other recommendations made 
in this report, it might be better to leave this particular item till 
next year; but I do not wish the Department to take it from this that 
such a building is not necessary, as I am only suggesting that, owing 
to the lack of funds it may not be possible to do things that are 
badly wanted. 


Electric Light:- An electric light bulb should be placed on each 
landing of the fire escapes. Teachers should have e ectric torches at 
hand in case the lighting system broke down during a fire. It is very 
dangerous to practice Fire Drills at night without some light on the 
wooden fire escapes. Repairs were necessary on the lighting plant 
@uring the past year. A short circuit burned out a resistance coil and 
a number of fuse boxes (?) The repairs cost $96.00 and were done by 
the Jarvis Electric Co. of Vancouver. This is one of the necessary 
expenses which I consider the Department might well bear the cost of, 
and which I would recommend that the school be reimbursed for. The 
electric light plant eppears now to be working properly.

When inspecting this school Captain Barry came to the conclusion 
that certain things were needed in the way of material for shingling 
the woodshed, implement shed and manual training room, as well as 
shiplap to complete the sheeting up of the inside of the manual train- 
ing room; thirty mattresses were also recommended for the dormitories. 

He also made recommendations in regard to the repayment to the 
Principal of moneys spent by him in the purchase of a horse and harnes,

There are others which have escaped my memory for the time 
being, but the Principal in insatiable. 


With regard to No.4, I have already advised Father 
Maillard that the Department pays such fares and we have done 
so. I do not know why this is inoluded in his list to Mr.

No. 5 will also be given attention if accounts are 
sent to me for any children travelling by public conveyance. 
Most of them are taken home by their parents. 


No.6 has already been dealt with by the Department. 


No.13--The Department offered to purchase one cow 
if Father Maillard would purchase the other, but this offer 
has never been accepted.

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there is ample room for chicken raising, but the soil is 

not good. Wholesale prices of flour, meat and all other 
commodities are the lowest for years and Father Maillard's 
predecessor managed the school when prices were considerably 
higher, and never referred to it as @ "poverty stricken 
school" as Father Maillard does continually. If he can not 
run this school on the allowance granted, the solution would 
be to finda Principal who can. We have spent over $6,000.00 
in something over one year in improvements at this fairly new 
school. The other Residential School in this Agency is 4 
very old structure and should have consideration ahead of 
Sechelt in future.If the Department is unable to provide funds 
for the whole list of fourteen items shown above, I do not 
know which ones to recommend as being most necessary. 


I note that extra transportation costs are given as 
a reason why the School should receive special consideration. 
The cost of shipping from Vancouver to Sechelt is as 
follows, the School being near the Union S.S.C0« dock at 
Sechelt:-

Fish are costing the School practically nothing, being caught 
near the School. A layman gould run this School on the grant, 
and make a handsome profit. 


If you could tell me what amount can be given this 
School for further repairs, renewals, etc. I could go over 
all the items with Father Maillard and decide where it could 
best be used. My personal opinion is that none is urgently 
necessary and whatever we do at the School, there will 
always be new requisitions 580 long as Father Maillard is 
Principal.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 20th instant and have just returned from Sechelt 
where the Reverend Principal showed me a machine which 
has been supplied him free for mixing a powdered milk 
called "Trumilk" so that it will not be necessary to 
purchase the cows for him. He states that this milk is 
very suitable and used in many institutions and will 
save the necessity of bringing in hay and feed and also 
roots for winter feed. 


Father Maillard has asked that some of the out- 
buildings be re-shingled and I have requested him to 
have the manual training teacher advise me of the number 
of shingles required. The boys will do the work under the 
supervision of the manual training teacher as part of 
their training. 


In the laundry the dryer is badly warped and 
Father Maillard has written to the firm who supplied the 
original one asking for quotations on @ new one. 


In a previous requisition Father Maillard asked 
for new chicken houses to be built as the present ones are 
in a bad state, but now that he is not keeping cows he will 
use the barn for a chicken house so that this requisition 
is now cancelled, 


As soon as possible I will send a requisition 
for authority to purchase sufficient shingles to re-roof the 
necessary buildings and would suggest that the money which 
would have been given to buy the cows be used for this 
purpose.

Residential School of the contents of your letter of the 
8th instant, and he says it is unfair to expect school 
repairs of this kind to be paid out of the grant. His 
plea is that everything for this school has to be bought,

sohools have a farm attached which materially reduces the 
cost of operating a school. 


The Reverend Principal has now called in an expert 
from the Jarvis Electric Company of Vancouver and I attach 
his report which gives the cost in detail.

The manual training class is auite capable of carrying 
fut the lining of the upper part of the watts of the boys’ 
basement, which I recommended in my last report. Nothing has 
been done, and the walls are still in a terrible state as far 
as the upper parts are concerned. Some form of Lamatco or 
Beaverboard, or Three-ply wood should be used. The material 
might well be supplied by the Department. Reference is request- 
ed to my last report on manual training at this school. I am 
not repeating the 4nformation given in that report. 


In the Sisters' dining room the leakage in the wall 
reported previously became much worse through the bursting of 
a steam pipe. The plaster of the end wall of this dining room 
is down. The lath work is breaking away. The lath work needs 
to be replaced over a section of perhaps 100 sauare feet and the 
wall reauires to be replastered. The same type of work requires 
to be done on the other side of this interior wall, in the primary 
classroom, There is a large opening now between the Sisters' 
dining room and the primary classroom. I do not understand why 
such a condition is allowed to exist, regardless of who is 
responsible for the payment for repairs. There is some doubt in 
my mind that the Department should be called on to pay for this 
repair. I do not know of course if the Indian Agent reported 
this to the Department. I have the honour to reauest that this 
wall be repaired as soon as possible. 


There are only two toilet bowls on the boys' side in the 
basement. These are of course more used than the upstairs toilets. 
There are about 45 boys. It will be easily seen that the toilet 
accommodation is not sufficient. When I have to report that one 
of these toilet bowls is quite out of commission through a completely 
blocked pipe, it will be apparent that a very serious state of things 
exists. The Principal informs me that everything has been done to 
clear the drain pipe, which runs under the basement floor. They 
have used hose pipes to supply water under pressure. This is, of 
course, about the worst thing they could have done. It is evident 
to me that there is a block of paper or some cloth in the drain 
pipe which should be removed with a wire or draingam cleaning 
apparatus. I would ask the Department to issue instructions for 
the immedinte cleaning out of this toilet and drain, the matter being 
more or less urgent. I certainly consider that when drains are 
blocked like this, through what will probably prove to be care- 
lessness and poor supervision, the entire cost of repair or clean- 
ine should be borne by the school authorities, and not paid by the 
Department. 


I also reported a year ago that a new set of batteries was 
very urgently reauired. I am sorry to have to report now that my 
advice was not taken, and only 30 out of 56 cells were renewed. 

There are still 26 cells to be replaced. By now some damage at least 
will have been caused to the new cells by working them with old cells. 
The Principal states that the old cells on March lst will have been 
seven years in use. Why e complete set of battery cells was not 
provided at the same time, I fail to understand. The old cells are 
preventing the electric light plant working in a satisfactory 

penner, and if kept in this battery will ruin the new cells in a shat 
time. ’I have therefore to request that 26 new battery cells of the 


suitable type be placed here to take the place of those cells now 
worn out.

The batteries for the lighting plant, Sechelt 
Indian Residential School, required renewal last year 
and thirty new cells were purchased and installed. The 
pattery is a fifty-six cell outfit and the twenty-six 
old cells are now in such poor condition that they are 
damaging the new ones installed last rall. 


Our local Indian Agent, Mr. F.J,.C.Ball, 
obtained prices from the Jarvis Electric Company, of 
Vancouver, for the installation of the twenty-six cells 
now required. They gave a figure of $488.59. Mr. Ball 
reports that he pointed out to them that this was more 
than what they charged last year for thirty cells, that 
is $480.45. The Jarvis Electric Company in view of this 
reduced their quotation to $429.68. lr. Ball not being 
satisfied with this price made inquiries from the 
Brettell Distributing Company, the only other electrical 
company handling the type of battery required. They have 
offered to instal the twenty-six batteries, check over 
the plant, pay freicht and cartage and all other expenses 
for $306.89, sales tax included. This would indicate 4 
different of $122.79 in the price quoted by the Jarvis 
Electric Company, which is 4 considerable amount and can 
not very well be overlooked.

On June 15th, 1934, I gave this boiler 4 careful 
inspection and found it in a good condition. I then gave 
it a hydrostatic test of 25 lbs. and found it perfectly 
tight. 


The steam gauge expansion tube was split but there was 
a spare gauge there which I recalibrated and installed. 
It is now correctes 


The fusible plug must be renewed. 


I have issued a certificate allowing a steam pressure of 
5 los. and condition good. 


Boiler No. 43506 B.C. 


On the same date I gave this boiler a similar inspection 
and found it in first class condition. 


The steam gauge is correct. A new water gauge glass is 
required and @ new fusible pluge The blowdown pipe is 
in a fair condition. 


I set the safety valves of both boilers to blow off at 
5 los, water pressures 


The repairs pointed out in my last report have been 
attended toe 


I have issued a certificate allowing a steam pressure 
of 5 lbs. and condition good. 


Boiler No. 6504. 


On the same date I gave this boiler a careful internal 

and external inspection and found that many of the tubes 
were quite badly pitted, also there was some on the 
combustion chamber head and plates, but I do not anticipate 
any trouble this years 
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ae 
Boiler No. 6504 (Cont'd). 


I then gave ita hydrostatic test of 50 lbs. and found 
one tube leaking on the top tube sheet. ‘This must be 
rerolled. 


The steam gauge is 2 lbs. light. ‘whe water gauge 
ad requires 4 new glass and packing. I set the safety 
valve to blow off at 25 lbs. water pressures 


_ I have issued @ certificate allowing a steam pressure 
VY of 25 lbs. and condition goods 


I would recommend that this boiler be allowed to last 
as long as it will without extensive repairs and when 
it requires retubing, which will be within two years, 
that a new boiler be procured as this boiler is much 
too small for the work required of it. These vertical 
boilers, in nearly all cases, are much too small and 
are not suitable for the work required of them and 
when replaced one of a submerged tube type should be 
installed. 


Whilst I was there the Principal of the school called 
my attention to the primitive method of drying the 
clothes, but under the present type of plant the only 
method which I could see to improve it would be to 
partition off a portion of the Chapel, which is above 
the boilerroom and cut two openings in the Soilerroom 
ceiling and enclose two ventilators which must have 
adjustable shutters so that wnen clothes are to be 
dried, they can be opened and the heat of the boiler- 
room allowed to go through into the new drying room, 
or install a new high pressure boiler and a new rotary 
drying machine in the laundry which is the better 
method, but more expensiveée 


4 
I would also recommend that the following solution be 
used in all the boilers: 


Mix 2 lbs. of Sal Soda with 4 gals. clear 
lime water. 


Use about 1/2 pint of mixture to each boiler per week. 


If a lime deposit appears on the fittings, reduce the 
amount of lime. 


Blow down about 1/2" of water each day and keep vertical 
boiler dry when not-in use. A new 1/2" injector should 
be installed on the vertical boiler. 
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Auxiliary Machinery. 


The auxiliary machinery is generally in a fairly good 
condition and is well kept. 


Whilst I was there some new batteries were being in- 
stalled in the set, Some were installed last year and 

have been doing double duty, This is not good practice, 
When this set is done, I would recommend that consideration 
be given to a Batteryless set of Diesel Engines, similar 

to the set installed at LeJac School, which are both 
efficient and very economical, 


The Cold Storage plant is in a fair condition, but will 
soon need a good overhaul. Unfortunately, the Agent 

who supplied the Compressor, 1 have been informed, is out 
of business and as there is no name plate the spare 
parts are hard to procure and perhaps a new Compressor 
may be required; but by the present appesrances no 
repairs will be required this seasons

Boiler No. 43506 B. C. - This boiler found in first-class con- 
° dition. A new water gauge glass is 
required and a new fusible plug. 


Boiler No. 6504 - It was found that many of the tubes 
were bedly pitted, also thet there 
was some on the combustion chamber head and plates but that 
no trouble is anticipated thie year. After giving the boiler 
a hydrostatic test, one tube was found leaking on the top tube 
sheet. This must be re-rolled. The steam gauge is 2 lbs. 
light. The water gauge requires a new glass and packing. 


The Engineer recommends that the following solution 
be used in all the boilere:~- Mix 2 lbs. Sal Soda with 4 gals.

Sir: 


I beg to report that the Sechelt Residential School 
has applied for a new range. In the School Inspector's 
report he recommends this, as the Reverend Principal is 
desirous of giving the pupils a more varied diet than is 
now possible. 


The range in use is a thres-oven "Canadian Lang" 
in fair condition, but this type of range is not suitable for 
burning wood, as the two outer ovens do not heat; it requires 
fuel burnt under pressure, either coal or oil, to give proper 
heat to all three ovens. 


The one desired by the School is called the Malahat 
heavy-duty with two ovense The total cost of this range 
with warming closet and freight to Sechelt would be 3350.00 
approximately. 


There has been much criticism of this school under 
the former Principal because of the diet of the pupits, and 
the present Principal is anxious to avoid such criticism in 
future. 

The School Inspector states that beans and similar 
foods are given too often, and the Principal would give more 
roast meat if he had a range to cook it. If this range is 
supplied, we could probably sell the present one to a logging 
camp where they are generally used. The hardware company 
occasionally has calls for them, so could sell ours possibly 
for y100,.00 to y125.00, ss they ao not stock the three-oven 
range NOW.

Sir, 


I beg to report that the batteries of Sechelt 
Indian Residential School lighting plant need renewing 
within the next few weeks, as it is necessary to run 
the engine continuously at present. Some repair work 
and overhauling on the engine will also be necessary. 
These batteries cost approximately $600. and are good 
for about four yearse 


In the past year, the Columbia Power Company 
has installed a lighting plant for Sechelt district 
covering about thirty miles surrounding that town, and 
they offer us full service for $35. per month. This 
will inelude lighting at the school, barn, priests 
residence and staff house, and power for two motors in 
the refrigerator and laundry. 


The boiler inspector reports as follows:<- 

"The batteries are in a very bad condition 
and will need renewing before winter. I would suggest 
that consideration be given to purehasing power. If 
done, & small motor would operate refrégerator and 
also one for the laundry. Then the fire hazard of 
gasoline engines would be removed." 


The present plant is 1-8 Horsepower Diesel 
Petter engine, with 56 batteries and a 3 Horsepower gasoline 
engine for the refrigerator, and another & Horsepower 
gasoline engine. 


The ruaning costs are approximately $120.00 per 
annum for fuel ofl, $15-00 for lubricating 011 and $100.00 
for gasoline, so that the annual cost is 4235.00 for fuel 
and approximately $150.00 for batteries or 9685.00 against 
$420.00 for service from the power company. This does not 
inelude depreciation or repairs to engim, or the labour 
cost of engineer. 


I consider it would be advantageous to purchase 
power both from the financial standpoint and also as the 
voiler inspector points out, the fire hasard. 


We should require two small motors costing 
approximately $150.00 for the two. 


With regard to the present engine, it would be 
quite suitable for Homalco Reserve where the Band is 
considering purchase of an engine for the village, they 
are already wired for it as they had a lton wheel which 
ue down many years ago.

There was a hitch in 
the arrangements mentioned in my report of the 9th ultimo 
as the School, after re-considering the matter, reiused to 
pay $35.00 per month for service. It was necessary to hola 
iurvher meetings with the school authorities ani the Power 
Company, ana eventually, by further exumination of require- 
ments and stressing the fact that little service is required 
or two months ox the year, a reduction to #27.uU per month 
was obtained, and the School is pleased with this rate. 


The .ollowing motors are geonnente ix the present

I hope this matter will not be unduly delayed, but if 
there is any further information required, please advise 
me.

The enclosed accounts sare forwarded to you under 
the following circumstances. Authority was received last 
year for connecting the Sechelt Residential School with 
the Columbia Power Company's light and power system, in 
place of the plant then in operation, and in need of 
batteries. The engine was later sent to Churchouse for 
use by the Homalco Indians, 4s per your authority, and 
will be utilised there as soon as the expense of installing 
it has been approved, chargeable to Homalco Band Funds. 


} 


} June Sth 1939, 


When authority was received from the Department 
to connect with the Columbia Power Company, I asked them 
for an estimate of cost, and was advised that it would be 
only &@ small amount, but they could not say exactly what 
work would be required until they removed the old plant, 
which T authorised them to do. From that point, and without 
advising me, they took their instructions from the Reverend 
Principal, who acted in good faith, of course, and thought 
the Company was authorised to do whatever he required. The 
gymnasium is in a separate building, and I did not know that 
it was being wired until after the job was completed. The 
Reverend Principal repaired and lined and re-floored the upper 
part of a big barn for 4 gymnasium, which is in continual 
use for basketball, roller-skating, etc., sports previously 
unknown at Sechelt School, and which have proved a great 
asset. The Reverend Principal did not know that he should 
have obtained authority for this work, and instructed the 
Power Company to do it. 


The wiring in the school and staff houses was not 
up to standard for the Compeny's system, and much of it had 
to be re-wired to pess inspection. The Company claims that 
nothing was done unless it was absolutely necessary to pss 
inspection and that the labour of their own workmen, and 
the material is et cost orice, plus 10% They have itemized 
their account, ehd although it is higher than expected, I 
consider they have done the job as economically as possible, 
and the wiring,in the school buildings especially,is now safe. 
The Company states that they found open wiring, which might 
have proved a fire hazard, and this has #11 been replaced by 
conduits. TI have been over the whole job, item by item, and 
everything charged has been installed as stated. The account 
is now forwarded for your approvel; it has been delayed 
since last year for various reasons, and the Company is now 
asking for an early settlement.

I desire to refer to your letter of the 
8th ultimo, in connection with the cost of wiring the 
Sechelt Indian Residential School. 


When the question of securing electrical 
power from the Columbia Power Company was first brought 
to our attention in your letter of September 9, 1938, 
no mention was made of any expenditure that would be 
necessary for re-wiring the building. No provision 
for this expenditure was made in our current year's 
appropriation, and it is quite evident from your letter 
of the 8th ultimo that the Principal proceeded with the 
work without obtaining any specific authority. 


As you have been informed in other 
communications, the present set-up of our appropriation 
does not permit expenditures for which provision has not 
been sogeesseaten made. Under these circumstances, I 
regret that the Department is unable to consider 
payment of the enclosed voucher for £493.88. 


As you are aware, there is no longer any 
deduction from the per capita allowance to residential 
schools, and in addition the 5% deducted from the March 
quarter grant is being refunded when paying the June 
quarter per capita allowance. This provision will 
assist the school management in paying the enclosed 
account.

question of some repair work which had to be done at the 
school here and you instructed us forward you the details 
of the work and an estimate on the cost.

The roof will not need 
painting for another year or two.

We enclose a statement and duplicates of the invoices 
covering certain work which we did almost a year ago for the 
Indian Department at Sechelt. 


The clroumstances are as follows: 


Mr. Ball, the Indian Agent, advised our Superintendent 
at Sechelt that Ottawa had decided to close down the existing 
diesel plant at the Indian School and take electricity from the 
Company instead and Mr. Ball gave instructions to our Superin- 
tendent at that time to proceed with such work as might be 
necessary for making the change over. 


Our Superintendent went ahead and did the work at the 
Indian School buildings which was necessary and which is covered 
by these invoices. The cost was quite a bit more than expected 
owing to extra work on the sohool. 


Ottawa has not yet paid for the work and Mr. Ball 
advises that they have taken the position that there is no 
appropriation for this work and that they are therefore unable to 
pay the bill. 


fe were not looking to make any partioular profit on 
this work so lone as our costs were covered and you will note 
that the invoices cover merely the actual cost of materials and 
labour plus 10% on our overhead of doing business. We have been 
out of our money for nearly a year and we think that these accounts 
should be paid without further delay. 


We would ask you to kindly take this up with the Indian 
headquarters at Ottawa.

The enclosed accounts are forwarded to you 
under the following circumstances. authority was received 
last year for connecting the Sechelt Residential Sohool with 
the Columbia Power Company's light and power system, in 
place of the plant then in operation, and in need of batteries. 
The engine was later sent to Churchouse for use by the Homalco 
Indians, as per your authority, and will be utilized there 
as soon as the expense of installing it has been approved, 
chargeable to Homalco Band funds. 


When authority was received from the Department 
to connect with the Columbia Power Company, I asked then for 
an estimate of cost, and was advised that it would be only a 
small amount, but they could not say exactly what work would 
be required until they removed the old plant, which I 
authorized them to do. From that point, and without advising 
me, they took their instructions from the Reverend Principal, 
who acted in good faith, of course, and thought the ry a | 
was authorized to do whatever he required. The sium is 
in a separate building, and I did not know that it was being 
wired until after the job was completed. The Reverend Prin- 
cipal repaired and lined and re-floored the upper part of a 
big barn for a gymnasium, which is in continual use for 
basketball, roller-skating, etc., sports previously unknown 
at Sechelt School, and which have proved a great asset. The 
Reverend Principal 414 not know that he should have obtained 
yy» sae for this work, and instructed the Power Company to 
do it. 


The wiring in the school and staff houses was 
not up to standard for the Company's system, and much of it 
had to be re-wired to pass inspection. The Company claims 
thet nothing was done unless it was absolutely necessary to 
pass inspection and that the labour of their own workmen, ani 
the material is at cost price, plus 10%. They have itemized 
thelr account, and although it is higher than expeoted, [ 
consider they have done the job as economically as possible, 
and the wiring, in the school buildings especially, is now 
safe. The Company states that they found open wiring, which 
might have proved a fire hazard, and this has all been replaced 
by conduits. I have been over the whole job, item by item, 
and everything charged has been installed as stated. The 
account is now forwarded for your approval; it has been delayed 
since leet year for various reasons, and the Company is now 
asking for an early settlement.

Sir: 


I beg to report that the batteries of Sechelt 
Indian Residential School lighting plant need renew within 
the next few weeks, as it is necessary to run the engine 
continuously at present. Some repair work and overhauling 
on the engine will also be necessary. These batteries cost 
approximately $600. and are good for about four years. 


In the past year, the Columbia Power Company 
has instelled a lighting plant tor Sechelt district covering 
about thirty miles surrounding that tom, and they offer us 
full service for $35. per month. This will inolude Lighting 
at the school, barn, priest's residence and staff house, an 
power for two motors in the refrigerator and laundry. 


The boiler inspector reports as follows: 


“The batteries are in a very bad condition and 
will need renewing before winter. I would suggest that con- 
sideration be given to purchasing power. If done, a small 
motor would operate refrigerator and also one for the laundry. 
Then the fire hazard of gasoline engines would be removed." 


The present plant is 1-8 Horsepower Diesel 
Petter engine, with 56 batteries and a 5 Horsepower gasoline 
engine for the refrigerator, and another & Horsepower gasoline 
engine. 


The wynaing costs are approximately $120.00 per 


annum for fuel ofl, $15. for lubricat o11 and $100.00 
for gasoline, so that the annual cost is 35.00 for fuel and 
approximately $150.00 for batteries or $385.00 against $420.00 
for service from the power company. This does not include 
pe or repairs to engine, or the labour cost of 
engineer. 


I consider it would be advantagwous to purchase 
power, both from the financial standpoint and also as the 
boiler inspector points out, the fire hazard. 


We should require two amall motors costing 
approximately $150.00 for the two. 


With regard to the present engine, it would be 
quite suitable for Holamoo Reserve where the Band is con- 
sidering purchase of an engine for the villege, they are already 
wired for it as they had a Felton wheel which broke down many 
years ago. No batteries would be required there. 
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Under all the circumstances I respectfully 
recommend that the change be made.

We enclose a statement and duplicates of the invoices 
covering certain work which we 414 almost a year ago for the 
Indian Department at Sechelt. 


The cireumstances are as follows: 


Mr. Ball, the Indien Agent, advised our Superintendent 
at Sechelt that Ottawa had decided to close down the existing 
diesel plant at the Indian School and take electricity from the 
Company instead and Mr. Ball gave instructions to our Superin- 
tendent at that time to proceed with such work as might be 
necessary for making the change over. 


Our Superintendent went ahead and did the work at the 
Indian Sehool buildings which was necessary and which is covered 
by these invoices. The cost was quite a bit more than expected 
owing to extra work on the sohool. 


Ottawa has not yet paid for the work and Mr. Ball 
advises that they have taken the position that there is no 
appropriation for this work and that they are therefore unable to 
pay the bill. 

We were not looking to make any partioular profit on 
this work so long as our costs were covered and you will note 
that the invoices cover merely the actual cost of materials and 
labour plus 10% on our overhead of doing business. We have been 
out of our money for nearly a year and we think that these accounts 
should be paid without further delay. 


We would ask you to kindly take this up with the Indian 
headquarters at Ottawa.

You will note from Mr. Sell's letter of 
September 9, 1958, that there was no request for any 
expenditure other than for the two small motors. Sub- 
sequently it was decided that only one motor was necessary 
and this was purchased on December 2, 1938, (see purchase 
order No. 86827). 


No further communication regarding expenditure 
in connection with the installation of the power from the 
Columbia Power Company was received by the Department 
untill Mr. Sall's letter of June & reached us. You will 
note that in that letter tir. Sall intimated that the 
teverend Principal of the Sechelt school authorized the 
expenditure without referring the matter to him. 
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In the letter of October 18, 1959, which 
the Columbia Power Company addressed to Mr. Bruce 
Boyd it is stated that -- "Nr Ball gave instructions 
to our superintendent at that time to proceed with 
such work as might be necessary for making the change 
over”. You will note that this information is con- 
siderably different from that contained in Mr. Ball's 
letter of June 8. [f Mr. 8all gave such instructions 
to the Columbia Power Company he had no authority to 
do 30 as you will see from the copies of the letters 
which we addressed to him in connection with this

Dear Sir: 


I am in receipt of a letter from Indian 
Aeent Ball with reference to the Sechelt Indian 
residential school. In connection with the roof 
at this school the Agent reports as follows: 


"The chief need is for repairs to the roof. 
The moss is a fire hazard in the dry months, and 
should be removed. Until this is Gone, I cannot say 
in what condition we shall find the shingles. It is 
difficult, therefore, to give an estimate of cost. 
The kitchen roof must be reshingled, but this will be 
a minor matter, costing approximately $50.00 


"In June, 1930, the roof was repaired, all 
eracked and broken shingles replaced, moss cleaned off 
and the entire roof shingle-stained, at a cost of $350.00 
for labour and material, almost equally divided. At 
that time, the then Reverend Principal applied for new 
shingles for the roof, but I suggested cleaning and 
staining as the shingles were only 6 years old, and they 
have lasted over 9 years longer. It is probable that 
after 17 years, they may be in bad shape, as the moss is 
destructive, and in this climate, cannot be avoided. 


"At present prices of shingles, it would cost to 
re-shingle the whole building with best grade shingles 
as follows:

I visited Sechelt Reserve twice, where there 
is serious trouble between a logging company and the Union 
Steamship Co. regarding a water system. We are only 
indirectly interested as the Union S.S. Co. supply water 
to the Residential school. However, another logging company 
was felling timber on the reserve pipe line on a timber limit 
adjoining the reserve, and had damaged our pipe line. I 
persuaded the log«ing operator to employ Indians to do 
his felling, and seven were given jobs. I then advised 
them that if they damaged their own pipe line they would 
be without water. This arrangement has worked satisfactorily 


although the other companies are going to Court, I believe.

I beg to_ enclose herewith copy of a letter 
received from the Reverend Principel of Sechelt Resi- 
dential School. He sent me & long list of plumbing 
supplies which amounted to several pundred dollars, which 
I could not recommend, but the repairs mentioned sre an 
immediate necessity to protect the building (except the 
green roofing paint). ne down pipe hs rotted away and 
the rain runs down the side of the building, which is of 
brick, and causes some dampness inside. 


Tie cost would be approximately $20.00 delivered 
to Sechelt, including freight, andl understand the labour 
is free. 

With regard to the lest paragraph of the letter, 
the roof was re-shingled recently, but wes not painted. I 
discussed with the Reverend Principal the matter he refers 
to. he man mentioned, Mr. Stanton, sAys ne cén make an 
oil stein or shingoleen for about $25.00 sufficient to cover 
the new shingles, and the portion of the pbuilding for which 
he asks for five gallons of green roofing paint. It is a 
debatable question whether siingles are made more enduring 
by painting, although, of course, the appearance of the 
pbuilding is much improved by staining. 


I quite understand the difficulty of providing 
funds for any purpose, and will not send Ssny applications 
to the Departmeat unless they are to save more expense later. 


I respectfully recommend that the above expeuses 
pe authorized.

On the 
last occasion it burst late at night, causing much alarm 
and confusion among the staff. 


The 100-gallon boiler, or tank, actually contains 
77 Imperial gallons and the price in Vancouver is 50.10 for 
the standard and ¥57.10 for extra heavy galvanized iron. 
There would be no labour cost involved and as this is a 
necessity, I would recommend that it be supplied.

I am submitting estimates on repairs necessary for the good maintenance 
of the Sechelt Residential School.

a) Re. Toilets: For several years the sanitary condition of the toilets 
has been quite bad. On one occasion since my arfival here, the toilets 
in the boys wash room overflowed, and before the condition could be 
detected and checked, the dirty water from the toilets seepéd through 
to the room below which we had just finished redecorating, undoing 
most of our work, and finally reached the dining room, splattering 
one of the tables. The local plumber, Wr. Hoad, assures me that the 
toilets throughout the house are completely worn out, and because 
the make is 014 and obsolete parts cannot be obtained for them. I 
recommend new toilets throughout the house es an immediate necessity. 
Toilets which will not flush sometimes, and which will overflow at 
other timesare a danger to the health of the children, not to speak 
of the damage they are doing to the plaster on the rooms below. 

The figure given would include the labor of putting them in. 


b) Re. refrigeration plant. We are unable to keep meat for any lenght 
or time in our serrigerator, after ten or twelve days the meat be- 
comes blue-mouldy. The insulation in the box has deteriorated, and 
some of the piping will have to be renewed. 


c) Re. Paint; Practically every room in the house isin need of paint. 
ve veredecorated a few rooms on our own accord but we could not 
begin to do them all. The following rooms in my estimatkon are in 
greatest need of paint ; girls'side:recreation hall, sewing room, 
Boys! side:staircase, dining-hall,and dormitory. 

Exterior: The manual training-shop needs repainting. 


a) Re.'dpain-pipe: There is no dpain-pipe in our dairy, and as a conse- 
Guent it is impossible to clean the floor properly. 


e) ( h; There are three exterior doors which are 
exposed to the weather. These doors reqtire oiling and varnishing.

f) Re. Eand Clearing: Thereare ten acres of land adjoining the 
School which outa be used for pasture if cleared. We have no 
pasture for our dairy stock. Unable to obtain tea for the children 
we have substituéed milk. This has necessitated doubling the 
number of our cows. The price of hay is exceptionally high, 
exspecially here where the cost of freighting is great. It would 
undoubtable be a good investment to have this land cleared by 
means of a bull-dozer which could be had for $60.00 per acre. 
The land as it stands is of no practical use whatsoever. 


In submitting the above estimates I have kept in mind two things. 
Firstly, the health and training of the children. For example, the 
toilet rooms which are damp for the most part are an excellent 
breeding ground for bacteria; and which despite our efforts to 

the contrary are often times quite oderiferous, cannot but be a 
menace to the health of the children. In training the children 

to desire what is clean and wholesome,it is apparent that their surround- 
ings at school should excel in this very thing. Secondly, I have 
not overlooked the fact that the department is especially anxious 
during war time,to keep down unnecessary expenses since Canada 
needs all available monies to carry on her part in the prosecution 
of the present war. For these reasons I have submitted only those 
items which I feel to be absolutely necessary, and in all of them 
I have given the lowest possible figure, with the intention of 
using whenever possible our own labor. 


Moreover,it would seem to be false economy to allow the buildings 
and surroundings to continue to deteriorate. If the cost of repaigs 
is foubteen hundred now,it will surely not be less after the war 
when the government is struggling to readjust itself economically. 


I realize I am late in submitting the above. However, I received. 
my appointment here only in August. It was necessary to observe 
all the condition to determine what was of primary importance.

I have your letter of the Sth instant, 
enclosing Indian Agent Ball's letter of the Sth 
instant, requesting an expenditure of $1475.00 
for repairs at the Sechelt Indian Residential 
School. ‘This is the first intimation that the 
Department has received that such extensive 
repairs are necessary at this school. No such 
information was contained in the Indian Agent's 
estimates for the current fiscal year and 
consequently we only approved an amount of 
$100.00 for repairs, improvements and purchase 
of new equipment at the Sechelt School. We 
have already authorized an amount of $350.00 
and this was only possible by taking the excess 
of $250.00 from a small unallotted amount in 
our appropriation. The funds at our disposal 
will pe t very little further expenditure, 
but on reviewing the matter I believe that we 
ean allow another $200.00. You may decide on 
which of the items listed this amount should be 
spent. However, I may say that the Department 
does not favour spending any money at the present 
time for land clearing.

I beg to advise that the Reverend Principal of 
this School has requested some extra hose and two fire 
axes for fire protection. At the last fire drill, 
evacuation was made at night in 3 minutes, and a full 
practice carried out. The hose they now have did not 
reach all the buildings. Three extra lengths would 
give protection to the Council House and Church on the 
Reserve in addition to all the school buildings. 


In the event of fire, there is no other assistance 
to be expected and they have an excellent fire-fighting 
team. At present they are making a hose reel as none 
can be purchased here, 


This Reserve and School being on the Coast, there 
is some apprehension among the people thet it might suffer 
from enemy action if mistaken for a berracks or other 
military building, and their fears have been accentuated 
since the shelling of Estevan by a submarine. 


I am placing the request before you for your con= 
sideration, although you advised me sone time ago that 
fire hose wes not available at that time. I presume 
the fire axes will be authorized as that is a small matter, 
and respectfully recommend that the hose also be supplied 
if possible. The size required is No.3, 2$ inches, 30C lbs. 
pressure, 3 lengths needed.

Something should be done about the floors of the four play halls. 
The floors are of concrete with a sort of asphalt finish. They are 
dusty, unsanitary, cold, and homeless looking. Their grey prison-like 
appearance are definitely demoralizing. I suggest a wooden floor, 

a composition floor -- any kind of a floor except the kind they are 
at present. They are cold and damp for the children to sit on while 
playing games. They cive off clouds of dust when rin upon. They 
cannot be made to appear clean. I sueczest this item as our first 
and greatest need, since it has a direct bearing on the Heslth of 
he children. I am unable to five and approximate estimate on the 
cost of this work. 


In making up the above estimates I have kept in mind the necessity 
of keeping down expenses. However the buildin is in rather poor 
repair generally. There is a great deal of work to be done. I have 
suggested only what I felt to he most nec¢ sary for the present.

With reference to the allowance of #500.00 granted 
for repairs fo Sechelt Indian Residential School, the original 
requisition, dated May 27th 1943, showed a list amounting to 
$1365.00. When you advised me that only ¥500.00 would be 
available, I went into this matter carefully with the Reverend 
Principal to see which jobs required attention first and we 
agreed upon the following: 


1. Replacing old fire escape om west side of the building 

as ordered by the fire inspector - #75.00. (This is imperative 
sprees, old escape is unsafe and could not be used in case 
of fire). 


2. Flooring the two lower floor rooms on the boys’ and 

girls' side - $225.00. (These rooms are cement floored and 
dampness has broken up the cement. ‘The only solution is a wooden 
floor on tarred joists). 


3. Repairing the walls and giving them a coating of "vello" 
of a similar casein paint - $100.00 


he Repairing the refrigeration plant - ¥100.00. 
Total cost «+.-+++#500.00. 


This latter job was not included in the original estimate of 
$1365.00, but was vitally necessary to protect the meat,milk, 
and other perishables when school re-opened. This job has 
been completed and bills sent in. 


Items 1 and 2 are being done at the present time. 
It has been a difficult task to obtain both material and labour 
but this has been overcome and the work is well under way. These 
figures include labour and material. 


After these jobs are completed, there are: many places 
where the plaster has fallen off and should be repaired, and 
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Considerable interior work of this kind should be done. 
However, a pay | painting job is that on the main fire 
escapes. nless these are protected from the weather, they 
cannot be expected to last long. 


I would recommend that these fire escapes be painted 
as soon as funds are available, the cost would be $125.00 for 
labour and material,including the painting of the new fire 
escape mentioned previously. 


Four panic locks are required on the fire escape doors. 
At present the doors have to be kept unlocked and this permitted 
an intoxicated Indian to enter the girls’ dormitory at 1 a.m. 
last winter, These locks should be installed at a cost of $60.00. 


All the dormitories require repairs to the plaster and a 
coat of vello, not only for appearance, but for reasons of cleanli- 
ness.. It is not easy to give the exact costs in work of this 
kind, but the nearest estimate for labour and material that I have 
been able to obtain is $45.00 for each room, or 270.00 in all. 


There is considerable. plaster repair work to be done in 

the halls and if this is done, the halls will also have to be 
given a coat of vello. ‘Some varnishing will also be necessary 
and the cost wauld be approximately #350.00.

The Reverend Principal was anxious to have the manual 

| training building near_the school given protection against the 
weather by painting. It has never been painted, and would require 
considerable paint and oil. Vello would not be suitable here. 

| tt would cost #145.00 to do this job. ‘The original estimate by 
the Principal was #120.00 but it would require three coats, whereas 
he figured on two only. 


To sum up, the cost, in order of importance, of work 
above the #500.00 already allotted would be as follows:

With reference to your letter of November 5th last 
authorizing a total of 1305.00 for repairs, renovations, 
etc. at Sechelt Indian Residential School, all the necessary 
material was purchased after much delay on account of short- 
ages, etc., and the work has been proceeded with as expeditious- 
ly as possible, but on account of the lack of suitable labour 
progress has been slow. We have had only one man working on 
the job. Fortunately he is able to do all the various jobs 
entailed in this project and has been most satisfactory in 
every way(I may say that when he is finished at the School,the 
Roman Catholic authorities have engaged him to build their own 
Church at Sechelt). 


The point now is that we cannot finish before March 3lst 
all the work authorized. To March 18th we have expended $853.40 
leaving a balance of $451.60, for labour, all the material having 
been purchased . About $85.00 more will be expended in labour 
by March 3lst. Will you please advise me what we should do, 
as I do not want the work left incomplete? There is keen satis- 
faction at the school with what we have done up to date, and it 
would be unfortunate if a matter of book-keeping is to stop further 
progress, 


I would request also that the Department be asked(by air 
mail) for a further advance of xehe in order that wages may 
be paid to March 3lst when all advances to date will be accounted 
for in the usual way. The man who is doing the work has been 
approached also by the Union S.S. Co. and several private individuals 
to do building and other work for them, so you will understand why 
I am anxious that we do not have to let him go. 


An extra copy of this letter is enclosed and early action 
will be appreciated.

A few days ago the Principal of the marginally- 
noted school visited this office and while here discussed 
with me, at considerable length, certain administrative 
problems confronting him at the school. 


The Principal spoke very highly of the Agent's 
interest in the school and the co-operation extended to him 
by the officials of the Department, generally, He was 
convinced, however, or at least appeared to be, that the 
amount of money placed at his disposal from year to year 
for the construction of additional buildings, particularly 
a gymnasium, and to keep the main building in a proper 
state of repair, was in no sense adequate. In this con- 
nection I pointed out to him that the money at our disposal 
for the repair and purchase of equipment at Indian residen- 
tial schools, since I entered the Department, had never 
been sufficient at any time to meet the demands for expend- 
4tures sent in by principals from year to year. I did 
assure him, however, that in reviewing our estimates, the 
same consideration was given to the Sechelt School and to 
4ts needs that was given to our other schools. 


The Principal is of the opinion that a gymnas- 
dum at this school is a matter of extreme urgency. On wet 
days there is no place for the youngsters to pay with the 
result that when kept indoors they are exceedingly difficult 
to manage. In addition to this, he informed me that very 
few vegetables, if any, were grown at the school. This 
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necessitates the shipment of vegetables, cattle feed 
and indeed all the supplies required from Vancouver 
which fact adds substantially to the cost of operating 
the institution. 


I am particularly anxious that we should 
do everything humanly ge to keep our better 
schools, such as Sechelt, Kuper Island, Alberni, and 
others that might be mentioned, from deteriorating 
rapidly. I have already asked you to make 4 survey 
of conditions at Alberni, and I have been wondering 
if you or the agent could not undertake a somewhat 
similar survey at Sechelt. Mr. Phelan informs me that 
there is a large barn at Sechelt. It would be inter~- 
esting to have a report from you on the necessity of this 
barn, if the school farm or school lands are incapable 
of producing the food necessary to maintain stock. Would 
it be possible to turn this barn, or a portion of it, into 
a playground for the male pupils? It will be appreciated, 
of course, that this is a suzgestion made by one who is 
wholly unfamiliar with local conditions. The suggestion, 


therefore, may be wholly impracticable. I am deeply 
interested, egy ee 4n our school buildings, and I want 
1 


to state quite fr y that unless we can secure more 
funds for the repair and upkeep of these buildings it 
will be exceedingly difficult, in the period immediately 
ahead of us, to maintain them in a state of efficiency. 
It would be deeply appreciated, therefore, if we could 
have from you or from the agent a very frank expression 
of opinion on the condition of this school, its buildings 
and the general admini®trative setup. 


I may add that there is available for 
repairs at this school during the present fiscal year 
the sum of $600,

In your letter of the th September last regarding 
repairs to Sechelt Residential School, it was mentioned that 
$600 had been authorized. An extra $50.00 was allowed when 
the fire escape was found to be in a dangerous condition. 


This money has been expended and considerable work 
done which we had no means of determining in advance. for 
instance, in painting the window frames, it was found that the 


window sills on the south side of the school were mere shells 
all the wood having perished, and only the painted outside offhe 
sills remained. With the slightest pressure, these sills 
erumbled and we had to replace them with cement sills. This 


meant extra expense, which could not be foreseen. 


In repairing the fire escape, some massive looking 
pillars holding up the 2nd and 3rd floors were out of alignment 
and on examination the bases were found completely rotted. 
These also were repaired with concrete. A heavy load on 
either floor might have caused 4 collapse of what looked like 
a solid structure. 


These are only a few items, but many others could be 
mentioned. Only where such conditions rendered them unsafe 
were repairs made, 


The amount authorized has been slightly over-expended 
but we have had to omit repairing the refrigerator which was 
4ncluded in the original estimate. The walls of this plant 
have been holed by rats and the fumes from the plant escape 
into the refrigerator. The solution is to rebuild the 
refrigerator itself and have it placed in the main school 
pbuilding instead of in a shed by itself. The machinery can 
remain in the shed and the pipe brought underground to the new 
site - a distance of only a few feet. I have asked for an estimate 
of this work, which I hope will be allowed. 
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The over expenditure referred to amounts to approximately 
$75.00 and I trust that a further advance will be forwarded as 
it is required for wages. I have stopped all further work on 
the School pending your instructions. 


You will have received a report from Mr.James Coleman, 
Inspector of Indian Agencies, who accompanied me to Sechelt to 
see the work which has been done there. For the small amount 
allowed, we have done major repairs and renovations at low cost 
only because we were fortunate in having a conscientious and 
practical workman in the person of Mr.Henry Hoad to do the work. 


The following work is only part of what he has done: 


New Floors laid in boys and girls play room and in sewing room. 
Concrete floor laid in boys' lavatory and approaches. Several 
toilets repaired. 

All passage ways, dormitories, class rooms, two sick rooms, 
dining rooms, laundry, etc .renovated. 

All outside wood-work painted, including several dozen windows. 

Window sills renewed,and painted. 

New fire escape built and old fire escapes repaired. 


Under some circumstances, such work might cost several thousand 
dollars and several different tradesmen would be required to do it. 
I may add that Mr.Hoad did most of the work in designing and 
building the new Roman Catholic Church at Sechelt, and the 

Church authorities want him to build another Church at Gibson's 
Landing. He is non-Catholic and there is no question as to his 
ability and integrity, otherwise he would not be employed by them. 


Will you kindly convey these facts to the Department, 
and request a further advance of, say, $100.00 so that the balance 
of wages can be paid for the work: done so far?

In aecordence with your instructions pursuant to 
the Lepartment's request of July 10th, 1944 (Fi 167-16-5) 
I proceeded to echelt Indien Nesidential chool on September 
19th, 1044, with sa. Indien (gent Bell, returning the follow- 
ing day, to make a survey of conditions at the sehool and 
report on the necessity of « school gyonasiwa and form 
operations. it is apparent that routine ennusl seintenance 
was not kept up and as @ result deteriorntion of the school 
proceeded to the point where its restoration became imperative 
and costly. ome of thie work hes been overtaken during the 
past two years. 


pe As this is what apparently gave rise to the request 
or &@ report I will deal with it first. The reason given for 
building is that weather conditions necessitate keeping the 
children under cover most of the tine. ith thie 1 do not 
entirely agree. eather conditions are about the same as 
lert Bay, North Vancouver, Mission and other liesidential 
achools on the Coast. However, there is no doubt thet « gyam~- 
asium is very desirable if funde oan be provided.

I have to refer to your letter of July 10, 1944, 
regarding the Sechelt Indian Residential School. Following 
receipt of your letter arrangements were made for Inspector 
Coleman to inspect the school buildings and look into the question 
of the provision of a gymnasium. A copy of Inspector Coleman's 
memorandum dealing with these matters is attached. 


It is true that with but a few exceptions our 
Residential School buildings have not been maintained in a proper 
state of repair. This is particularly evident with respect to the 
Kootenay, St. George's and Sechelt Schools on which substantial 
nd 
Oe a 


outlays will have to be made to meet existing needs. In preparing 
the list of worthwhile works that might be undertaken in this 

ys WY Province immediately following the close of the war, this matter 
was kept in mind and an amount of $7,500.00 included for each of 
these schools. No provision, however, was made therein for a 
gymnasium. It is only recently that this question has arisen, 
Father Dunlop's predecessors and those who have inspected the 
school in the past ten years either overlooked the matter or were 
satisfied that the existing facilities for sports and amusements 
were sufficient for the time being. 


The barn at the school is needed for stock and the 
storage of grain and hay, and is, therefore, not available for 
conversion into a gymnasium, In any case, it is highly doubtful 
if it could be made suitable for such purpose without a large 
expenditure which could be used to better advantage towards the 
cost of an entirely new structure. 
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I am satisfied that the most pressing need is to 
carry out the necessary repairs and improvements to the main 
pbuilding and funds should first be provided for this purpose. I 
agree that a gymnasium is desirable and would recommend that an 
item providing for a suitable building be included in the post 
war programme of new construction. Accommodation for a gymnasiun, 
manual training shop and also a laundry if the present accommodation 
isn't suitable might be provided in one pbuilding. The ground floor 
could be used for a gymnasium and auditorium and the basement for 
the manual training division and a laundry or other service. A 
pbuilding of the dimensions suggested by Mr. Coleman would at 
present costs of labour and material cost much more than his estimate 
of $7,500.00. I should say that $15,000.00 would be much nearer the 
amount required. 


The construction of a suitable poultry house, also 
a dairy building and a slaughterhouse could be undertaken as 
manual training projects and should be proceeded with as soon 4s 
funds can be secured. 


The administration of the school by Reverend 
Father Dunlop is reported to be satisfactory.

Since Father Dunlop took over the 
principalship here he has rented a former 
Japanese dairy farm and has supplied the school 
with beef and pork from stock kept on this farm. 
He also keeps several milk cows and the pupils 
all receive milk with their meals. 


They have hitherto done the slaughtering 
jin the barn which was unsanitary and unsatisfactory 
in every way. Kecently they were compelled by health 
authorities to erect a proper slaughteriouse. This 
will cost about $125.00 as it sas to have 4 
concrete floor and proper drainage, and the Principal 
asks that we pay souething towards the cost. The 
amount of $50.00 would supply the lumber while the 
cement and other material and the labour would be 
paid from their grant. 


Will you please advise if this request 
can be entertained.

I have contacted some local firms and the General 
Refrigeration Engineering Co.Ltd., of 83 Alexander St., Vancouver 
a subsidiary of Fleck Bros.ltd., which supplies logging outfits, 
etc. appear to be the best available source, but they cannot 
guarantee delivery until mid-October at the earliest. Other firms 
are in even worse position. 


The refrigerator box is in bad shape and should be 
renewed and placed in another situation altogether. It is at 
present in an old building which used to be the voys' dormitozy in 
the original school, and is too exposed.

hig makes a total of $1200.00. The present system has @ 2 HP engine 
in good condition and also fairly new coils which could be credited 
against this cost. A water-cooled 1 HP motor would be more 
economical and more satisfactory and the automatic system would 

save much labour time. 


This company installed the Union S.8. store and hotel 
refrigerators and for that reason would be 4 convenience as they 
make regular inspections of both plants there, saving expense 
of bringing a man from Vancouver for inspection, etc. 


The new refrigerator box costs $375.00 complete, in 
Vancouver, but we could save 75.00 on this by having the carpenter 
at Sechelt build it there, the only part which should be bought 
is the door. 


This matter is an emergency as the food situation at 
the school is critical and after Octover 30th I do not know where 
we can find storage. 


Presumably this is a problem for the heverend Principal 
to solve, but he is completely at a loss as to what should be done.

Ball's letter of the 26th instant advising that in order to 
make the best possible use of the refrigerator it will be 
necessary to have it installed by the construction man, Mr. 
Hoad, who has been doing most of the work of this mature around 
the school and is considered by Agent Ball to be very o mpetent. 
The installation will necessitate some minor alterations to 
doors, etc., of the school and some expense in enlarging the 
refrigerator itself which, Agent Ball informed me verbally, 
should not cost more than $200.00, but could give no exact 
details. 


As the Union istates will be taking over, on the lst 
proximo, the refrigerator which the school is using temporarily, 
I would recommend that approval be given by airmail if possible, 
particularly as the total cost of the unit and installetion will 
only amount to half of the amount estimated in Agent Ball's 
letter of the 13th ultimo.

As these fumes were 
escaping, the Principal telephoned for assistance, and @ man was 
sent up from Vancouver by the first boat to see what could be 
done about repairs. Upon his return he reported that the engine 
was worthless and beyond repair, and since that time a refrigerator 
has been obtained from the War Assets Corporation. The account 
enclosed is for the services of this man in dismantling the old 
system and stopping further leakage of ammonia, travelling expenses 
and time. It was incurred as a matter of extreme urgency and 
could not be avoided without endangering the health of the pupils 
and staff. 

Will you please advise whether the account should be 
paid by the School or forwarded to you @ The Reverend Principal 
considers that it should not be a charge against the school grant 
and I have no authority for the expepss.

Replying to your letter of the 9th instent, I have 
gone carefully into the matter of changing the fuel at 
Sechelt Residential School from wood to coal. 


The. Reverend Principal gave several reasons for the 
change, viz. the increasing difficulty of obtaining suitable 
wood} the necessity of keeping a horse 12 months when it is 
used only 3 months of the year for hauling wood; the making 
of roads to new timber, etc., but in my opinion the strongest 
argument is that timber is being burned which is much more 
valuable for lumber. This should be conserved wherever it 
grows and of course the tendency is to cut it where it is 
more easily available. 


We have an offer of an automatic stoker in perfect 
condition for ¥200.00. Coal could be sent up by scow and taken 
to the school by their truck. The steady heat of coal would 
be considerably better than wood, and I believe it would be a 
big saving of expense to the school.

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


Reverend Father Dunlop of the above school, has had during the 
last twelve months, a larger number of pupils than he is authorized 
to accept and it is desired that the pupilage be increased by 20. 
This latter number will take care of at least part of those children 
Wy ae now clemoring to be admitted. 


v. This school, as well as all the B.C. schools, due to war 
conditions, has been neglected in the matter of general repairs and 
I suggest that the sum of $2,000.00 be placed to its credit in the 
coming estimates, for such purpose and that the principal be so 
advised through the Commissioner, so that he may plan for next summer 
vacation, for such work as he’ will deem most necessary for the good 
upkeep of his school. 


The school library should receive some attention as it is very 
small and does not contain a sufficient variety of books to interest 
the children and to develop in them a taste for reading. 


All B.C. schools situated on Vancouver Island and the Western 
shore of the province, have very wet climate and the recreation 
facilities provided in the basement of the schools are certainly not 
sufficient. The Sechelt School should have an outside Bymnasium where 
the children, both boys and girls, could take their recreation on 
wet days and receive such physical training as is so essential for the 


OVELTeseeee 
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health of boarding school children. I do not know how much 
such a building would cost but a frame structure would be 
sufficient for the purpose and I think that the sum of 
$5,000.00 would be enough to erect it.

With reference to your letter of the 27th ult., 
regarding the request of Sechelt Indian Residential School 
for assistance in purchasing a new sound projectar, I beg 
to advise that the matter was again taken up with the 
Reverend Principal who advises as follows: 


1. The School already has a film strip machine for 
visual education purposes. 

2. The sound projector now in use and the new one re- 
quired are only 16 mm. and the Reverend Principal 
and others on the staff are competent to operate 
this type of machine. 

Repairs are not expensive and the cost of such is 
borne by the School. 

Film rentals are paid for by the school. 

The film used is non-inflanmable and no fire hazard 
is involved. 

A film strip machine cannot replace the much needed 
entertainment value of a sound projector for a school 
so isolated as is Sechelt, where there is nothing to 
relieve the monotony. Climatic conditions allow for 
no variety in summer and winter sports, and there are 
no picture shows in the vicinity. The children have 
been given a show every two weeks and the films shown 


are selected for both educational and entertainment 
value,

, vsecilities for recreation at ie Sechelt Indian 
Hesidential School are very limited. ma jority of 
sports are held out of doors with the eption of a 
limited amount of basketball which 3 ayed in a very 
unsuitable gymnasium located in the half of the 
school barn. It is not possible to play games in this 
auditorium at the same time have the pupils watch 


and 
the proscress of the game. 


In order to occupy the time of the pupils it 
is necessary to provide them with equipment which may 
be used outside. The school has laid out « iinton 
court in the grounds and has space which c be used for 
lacrosse if they are supplied with the necessary equip- 
ment. It would seem that the amount of time that the 
yupils could devote to dminton on an outside court 
with the amount of wind that preveils at Sechelt would be 
very limited and if the Department considers that the 
requisition should be reduced it is recommended that the 
badminton supolies be deleted from the list. 


Regerding the request for lacrosse sticks, these 
are more practical than the badminton equipment as the 
wind will not effect the playing of this game as it would 
in the case of badminton and it is believed that this sport 
would assist greatly in providing recreational activities 
which are needed at this school.

There is a great 
scarcity of cupboard space which seriosly 
affects the efficient operating of the school's 
internal economy, In the sewing room, articles 
are piled upon open shelves, and there are no 
facilities in the kitchen, scullery, and store 
room, for storage of food supplies. 


Electric food chopper - $225.00. This will 
eliminate much repetitive labour am will aid 
sanitary preparation of food.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of June 2nd 
advising that $1,500 have been provided in the current year's 
appropriation for repairs and improvements at the Sechelt 
Indian Residential School, it is noted that $96.35 has 
already been spent for re-tubing boiler No, 44069 and an 
amount of #300 has been authorized for Dlumbing at the school, 
which will reduce the amount available to approximately $1,100. 


Mr. Indian agent Taylor, reference his letter of 
June 24th, has now requested authority for an expenditure of 
$875.00 for labour and naterial for the construction of cup- 
boards, and $225 for the purchase of an electric food chopver 
which, if approved, will exhaust the funds provided, Tn 
addition to these expenditures application has been made for 
authority to purchase fire hose and fire reel at a cost of 
$450, reference Mr, Neary's letter of June 23rd, I understand 
from Mr. laylor that the Rev. Principal would prefer that if 
the cost of the firehose and reel can only be met from the 
amount appropriated for the school the matter be dropped this 
year and priority given to the construction of cupboards and 
the purchase of an electric food chopper, T am unable to agree 
with the Rey, Principal in this respect as it seems that fire 
protection should receive first priority. It has occurred to 
me, however, that approval may not be given to the purche se 
of the food chopper as I understand it is against the policy 
of the Department to provide such equipment in which case the 
cost could be applied toward the purchase of a fire hose and 
possibly the Department may be able to make up the difference. 
I would therefore recommend that: 


(1) An expenditure of $875.00 be approved for the construction 
of cupboarés, 
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That arrangements be made to purchase the fire hose 
and reel. In this connection I am enclosing quotations 
received from Gordon Belyea Ltd,, covering the supply 
of fire hose reel at a cost of $125.32; Marshall-Wells 
B.C. Ltd., covering the supply of fire hose at a cost 
of $168.20; and McLennan, McFelly and Prior Itd., cover- 
ing the supply of ten fire extinguishers, 5-gallon, hand 
pump style, at a cost of $139.50.

When the children are washing in the morning, it 
takes all of three minutes to fill a hand basin. This 
work has been estimated at $1,500. 


The roof and tower need repairing to the amount 
of approximately $3,000. 


The above list in no way must be considered con- 
clusive. The above mentioned are only repairs that should 
be undertaken without delay during the present year. 


One need only consult the books to realize that 
the Department has pursued a policy that is financially 
unsound in regard to the upkeep of the school. If the ori- 
ginal investment is to be protected, the Department must be 
prepared to make a substantial outlay without delay. During 
the past years, the annual grants for repairs have not 
averaged one-half of one per cent of the total investment. 
Such annual grants are hopelessly inadequate.

Dear Mr. Taylor: 


Now that building materials and labour are again 
available, may I suggest that you bring to the attention of 
the Department the following very necessary undertakings in 
connection with the school: 


Our first and greatest need is a gymnasium for 
the school. That a gymnasium should be placed at the top 
of the list should not be surprising to one familiar with 
the weather conditions of coastal B. C., and far less sur- 
prising to one familiar with the construction of this 
school. The architect who constructed this building was 
either unaware of the need young bodies have for exercise, 
or, was labouring under the delusion that all future pupils 
would be invalids. The result was that two very small and 
poorly ventilated rooms were set aside for recreational 
purposes. No games involving running can be undertaken in 
these small rooms. We must therefore depend entirely on 
outdoor sports for healthful recreation. 


The rainfall in Vancouver district averages 50" 
per annum. Practically this whole amount falls between 
the month of November and the month of April. Sometimes 
there are long periods when it is impossible to undertake 
games outdoors. Picture, then, a group of active boys and 
girls penned up in small recreation rooms for days on end,

so imperative. Here we are committed entirely to field 
games, weather permitting. 


The gymnasium, were it built, should contain in 
the basement a Manual Training shop, a drying room and a 
machine shop. At present the above is housed in what was 
left of the old school. The building is a fire hazard, 
is virtually beyond repair and should be demolished. 


I have no figures on the cost of a building 
approximately seventy-five feet by fifty and containing 
the above. It probably would be well in excess of $14,000. 


Repairs to the school on a large scale should be 
undertaken immediately. The present building has been 
standing for twenty-five years. For years no money what- 
soever was granted for repairs. Of late years, the average 
has been under $1,000. Last year when $1,500 was granted, 
we congratulated ourselves that at least <naeae were moving 
in the right direction. A few weeks later, $400 was deduct- 
ed for fire equipment! The result has been that with such 
paltry amounts we have been unable to make any repairs of 
a substantial nature and have been obliged to content our- 
selves with building cupboards, doing a little decorating 
while the building itself continues to deteriorate. 


For example, the brick on the weather side of the 
school should have been waterproofed years ago. Because 
money was not granted for this purpose it is impossible 
for me to estimate the extent of the damage done. We know 
what damage has been done on the surface in the way of rotted 
baseboard, destroyed plaster and decoration. Just what has 
taken place underneath I do not know. This seepage of water 
through the brick has been greatly facilitated by the fact 
that drain pipes are completely rotted away and have been for 
years. For renewal of drain pipes and waterproofing of walls 
a grant, certainly, of $4,000 would be necessary. 


The plumbing throughout the entire building needs 
replacing. It has been installed for twenty-five years and 


because our water supply is not filtered it is almost com- 
pletely blocked. There is little or no pressure on the third

We have your letter of the 24th ultimo, file 
15-11-3(167), enclosing Agent Taylor's letter and a copy 
of a letter from the principal of the Sechelt Residential 
School with reference to improvements which Father Dunlop 
considers should be undertaken at his school. 


We agree that the disbursements mentioned by the 
principal would improve conditions at Sechelt but as you 
ere aware, it is not possible for us to favourably consider 
all the improvements that might be made at every residential 
school in Canada in one year. We received somewhat similer 
letters from practically every other residential school. 


For a matter of record, we have reviewed the ex- 
penditures at the Sechelt Residential school for the fiscal 
year just closed and approximately $1,400.00 wes spent in 
making repairs and $500.00 for equipment, for a total ex- 
penditure of approximately $1,900.00. I think you will 
agree thet this is a reasonable amount for a school with 
the enrollment of Sechelt. 


For the fiscal year 1913-49 we have provided an 
amount of $2,150.00 for repairs to plumbing and for interior 


decorating, also en amount of $250.00 for equipment. The 
items mentioned were included in the estimates submitted 
from the Indian Agent's office. 


We are prepared to expend the amount mentioned above 
in any manner that Indian Agent Taylor and yourself consider#@ 
would be in the best interests of the school and you might 
let me have your recommendations at your convenience.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of May 
regarding funds available for repairs and the purchase of 
equipment for the above mentioned school, Supt.

Of the total 
amount appropriated for this school, $2400, apparently 
$335 has been spent, and it is thought that the balance 
remaining will be sufficient to meet the cost of converting 
the barn.

Reference attached requisition for purchase of 
kitchen and laundry equipment for the Sechelt Indian 
Residential School, I would advise as follows: 


1. The potato peeler is required to replace the 
present worn out machine. The elimination of laborious 
manual work in food preparation means more time for useful 
instruction and tends to make school residence much more 
attractive for the older pupils, many of whom wish to return 
after the age for compulsory attendance is reached. There 
is certainly no educational value in heavy kitchen chores, 
which are only repellent time wasters. 


2-6 The school laundry is not well equipped and in a 
rainy climate the drying of leundry is a vexed problem. 
Facilities for quicker drying are very necessary. 


3. The allotment of only $800.00 for repairs and 
equipment for the Sechelt School in the current fiscal year 
ig absurdly inadequate. It is hopeless to attempt to mein- 
tain such a large building in proper repair and equi 
it efficiently, unless more funds are made available eac 
year. 


The cost of the equipment requisitioned herewith 


exceeds the allotment by $178.10. If the Department cannot 
provide the total cost of $978.10 the school authorities will 
possibly find means to pay the difference, as the equipment

On the occasion of his recent inspection trip to schools 
in British Columbia and Alberta, our Mr, Hargreaves visited the 
above in accordance with a request made by Major MacKay, and the 
following report is submitted for your information and transmission 
to the Indian Affairs Branch, 


The school was built in 1923 and is ina fairly good state 
of repair, The main source of trouble in this institutesis caused 
by the domestic hot and cold water distribution system together with 
inadequate storage and heater capacity, 


Cold water is brought into the school from a property main 
in the village which is fed from an elevated tank, which in turn is 
supplied from a dam; both tank and dam owned and operated by the Union 
Steamship Company, of Vancouver, B,C, 


A two inch cold water line enters the school in the girls 
toilet se¢tion of the basement and the two inch continues and is 
connected to a system of standpipes for fire protection, From this 
line in the basement a 1# inch connection is taken off for distribu- 
tion to the domestic requirements, Both the hot and cold domestic 
hot water lines are greatly undersized and what is more, they are 
badly clogged with deposits of fine silt, 


No means of straining silt out of the main entering the 
school was provided and this has resulted in the blockages throughout 
the system and has also been the indirect cause of burning out jacket 
heaters, The fire line has about 70 to 75 lbs, pressure at the point 
of entry to the building and a hose test did not indicate blockage in 
the standpipes, Since the standpipes are all two inch and the pressure 
is constant, any silt is rapidly blown out of the hose when put to use, 
Also these standpipes are not used except on rare occasions so that 
additional silt is not brought into these ines, 


The faucets on all the fixtures are in a bad state of repair 
and are of poor quality and design, Higher than norma] water pressures, 
the lack of air chambers or a pressure reducing valve, together with 
quantities of silt have combined to ruin these faucets over a period of 
time, It would be cheaper to install new faucets throughout than to 
attempt repairs, 


The domestic hot water tank has a capacity of approximately 
250 Imperial gallons of water and it is now being served by a broken 
down burnt out and vastly undersized jacket heater,

31 horsepower each, One of these boilers is stoker fired and the 
other one is seldom used, 


The stoker was bought second hand by the school authorities 
and appears to be in fairly good operating condition as far as could 
be determined, There are no controls and as a result, the stoker is 
started and stopped mamally, which is not a desirable method, In 
addition, the pressure gauge on the boiler is broken, and there is no 
means of knowing when a dangerous level has been reached, The safety 
valve on the boiler could be expected to release at about 10 lbs, but 
in the meantime if such a pressure was reached on this heating system, 
it could result in damage to the radiators and the piping before the 
boiler safety valve would pop, Since the fireman exercises great care 
to make sure that excessive pressures are not reached, there is a ten- 
dency to operate the system at very low or atmospheric pressures which 
results in the farthest rooms being cold part of the time, 


While the principal did not specifically complain about the 
heating system, it is felt that the pressure gauge on the boiler must 
be replaced and essential controls installed, so that the stoker may 
be safely operated and better efficiencies obtained, 


The domestic hot and cold water piping is in such a bad 
state that it must be replaced in its entirety, No patch work job 
could be made to improve the condition, 


It is therefore recommended that in order to correct the 
mechanical services in this school, the following operations should be 
carried out as soon as possible, 


(a) Provide new faucets on all basin sinks and slop sinks 
throughout the building. 


(b) Remove all existing hot and cold water piping and re- 
place with new and properly sizes lines, 


(ec) Provide suitable strainer of a type easily cleaned and 
locate same at point of entry inside the building, 


(d) Provide and install new domestic hot water storage tank 
of approximately 800 gallon capacity together with in- 
direct steam fed heater and self contained regulating 
valve, 


Provide at point of entry on cold water lines to fix- 
tures, pressure gauge and pressure regulating valve to 
reduce water pressures to a maximum of 50 lbs, per square 
; nt will give protection to the fixtures and 
aucets, 


Remove existing boiler return trap and replace with suit- 
able condensation pump, 


Provide float and thermostatic traps at ends of steam mains 
and branch mains,

If funds are available three additional W,C, should be 
installed in the girls toilet in the basement and two new W,C, on 
the boys side, The present facilities are below the number required 


for the personnel, 


Until the detailed layout can be prepared, it can not be 
accurately estimated what this work will cost, but it may be safely 
estimated that a sum of about $7,000,00 would be required, 


When approval is given, we will proceed with the design 
and specifications covering the aforementioned points, as soon as 


possible,

We have no objection to locating the new domestic hot 
water tank in the boiler room, provided that suitable wall space 
ean be found, Our records show no means of access to the boiler 
room except a small door and since this door will have to be en- 
larged to get the tank in, it mist be made large and built up in 
accordance with the structural detail on the contract drawings, 


We do not approve of the suggestion to use an immersion 
type tank heater as suggested by the contractor, We have found 
that this type of heater is more difficult to clean and in many 
cases, no attempt is made to properly clean or service the element, 
In order to clean the element, it is necessary to empty the en- 
tire tank, an operation requiring an extra effort on the part of 
the operating engineer, 


With the indirect heater, it is possible to withdraw 
this element and clean the tubes of scale, without draining the 
tank and this has proven to be much more advantageous, 


Tyerefore if the contractor is willing to place the tank 
in the boiler room at no extra expense, taking into consideration 
that a suitable access door will be necessary, we will approve of 
the change.

H. E. Trylor, Rev. Father Dunlop, Principal of Sechelt School, 
states thab the greatest need is a gymnasium, Copy of this 
letter was forwarded to Mr. Arneil by Mr. H. E. Taylor, under cover 
of his communication of April 17, 1948. Mr. Ayneil submitted this 
correspondence to Ottawa on April 24, 1948. Official reply dated 
May 1, 1948 advises Mr, Arneil that $2,150.00 was provided in 
Estimates for 1948-49 for repairs to plumbing and for interior 
decorating and an amount of $250.00 for equipment, and that this 
amount will be expended in any manner which Mr. Taylor and Mr.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of January 
17th, Mr. J.P. Veitch of Gibson's Landing apparently tendered 
on improvements to the plumbing in the above-mentioned school 
in July, 1948, but the Department was unable to secure the 
necessary funds. Reviewing our file in connection with the 
plumbing and heating repairs presently being carried out by 
Mitchell Brothers it is noted that we were advised by you on 
July 28th that the Lands and Development Services Branch 
would obtain quotations on the work recommended by Mr. 
Hargreaves, but on July 29th Mr. Hargreaves wrote us asking 
that we obtain competitive prices on the basis of a firm 
tender from reliable firms in the area for the execution of 
the work and three firms in Vancouver, Barr and Anderson, 
Murray Plumbing and Heating and Mitchell Brothers Limited were 
requested to tender. The first two firms mentioned are on the 
approved list and the third was requested to tender in view of 
the satisfactory work they had done for us st the Anaham Indian 
Day School and the Pemberton Indian Day School. We were not 
aware that there was any firm in the vicinity of Sechelt 
capable of undertaking the work recommended by Mr. Hargreaves. 


As you know, Mitchell Brothers! tender was accepted 
and while the work was being carried out the Reverend Principal 
brought to their attention the condition of the basin taps, 
etc., and Mitchell Brothers, reference their letter of October 
30th, a copy of which was forwarded to you on November 8th, 
quoted a price of $986.75 for replacement of the faulty plumbing 
on the understending that the replacements would be installed 
while their men were at Sechelt in connection with the heating 
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installation. In view of the large expenditure being made in 
connection with the heating installation we were doubtful that 
the Department would be able to make additional funds available 
for improvements to the plumbing but in view of the obvious 
advantages of having this extra work carried out by Mitchell 
Brothers in conjunction with their heating contract felt that 

the Department should be given a chance to take advantage of the 
opportunity. It was unfortunate that Mr. Veitch was not given an 
opportunity to tender on this work but as intimated above we were 
not aware that there was a firm in the vicinity capable of under- 
taking such a large contract.

The plan is to withdraw Sister Antoinette 
and send her to Normal School tut the Provincial has no Séster to replace 
here Consequently it will mean the hiring of another Lay-teacher. I will 
now quote for you from a letter wrbtten by the Privcipal, Reve Father 
Viney and dated June 28the “Therefore, deer Father Provincial, I mst 
employ one teacher to replace Miss Janostin who intends to remain at home 
in Saskatchewan next yeer and thie will require a higher salery, ($1080.00 
last year), perhaps $1500.00 for a qualified teacher this yeare Our light 
or electricity, water and fuel cosets have increased a lot along with smaller 
increases and so we face running in the red as well as not being able to 
improve staff and general resulting conditions of the School for another 
year. Do you think thet through Major Mackay or Cole Neary you could get 
one or two of our teachers on the Ottawa payroll directly ? Otherwise 
shortage of staff keeps having ite 6ffect and we face the possibility 
of not being able to pay our bille or of paying saleries."

I know that your Department as such is not to blame 
for the undue delay in the construction of the unit at Williams Lake, 
but I must say that the lack of action is a cause both of very keen 
disappointment and alarming d‘sacontent. May I therefore ask you, dear 
Major Mackay, to use the influence which your position affords, to 
investigate the cause of this delay at Williams Lake and to do whatever 
lies within your power to see that the actual work of construction is 
begun within the very near future so that the outside work will be completed 
by the time the Caribou Winter comese I feel that in adressing myself to 
you, dear Major Mackay, and begging your help and co-operation in this matter 
that I am appealing to one who is very sympathetic and who understands the 
terrible conditions up theree You know what splendid ammnition this delay 
would make to enemies of the Department and the present regimes I beg to 
aseure you that I am not in any sense laying any of the blame at your door, 
dear Major Mackay; on the contrary I know that you met be as keenly dis- 
eppoined as we ares I am taking the liberty of speaking to Colonel Fortier 
the Deputy Minister regarding this matter within a day or soe Perhaps he 
can get some actions

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 26th ultimo regarding Voucher No.7019 
for $35.30 for transportation of Seohelt school children. 


I must admit that I have no very clear under- 
standing about this matter. About three years ago I refused 
to send in a voucher for the Reverend Principal, and he 
took up the matter with you and it was paid and he claimed 
that the Department advised him then that such expenses would 
be paid for children going home for the summer vacation. 


The Reverend Principal, Father E.Maillard, is 
in France and not expected back until the late Fall so I am 
unable to consult him or find out whether he has any 
authority on file. 


Many parents of the Sechelt School children 
eall for them on their way to the fishing grounds but others 
claim they have no money to pay fares. I do not think the 
Reverend Principal has mede any strenuous effort to collect 
the fares from the parents and I feel quite sure that if he 
advised them the children would be kept at school until 
sent for, they would all either fetch them or send their 
fares. They all manage to pay the fares when the pupils 
return to school after the vacation. 


Personally I consider it should be paid 
by the school out of their grant. The Reverend Principal has 
never asked for authority to incur this expense, and if payment 
of the account is definitely refused, both to this and other 
schools, I have no doubt the pupils would be sent home just the 
same « 


Reverend Father Maillard said he would call 
upon you on his return from France and you would then have an 
opportunity of discussing it with him. Of course if the 
practice is to pay other schools, Sechelt will expect the same 
treatment.

School, the Reverend Prinoipal advises me with regard to 
No.0164, Minnie Wilson, os follows: 


"I regret having overlooked 0164 Minnie Wilson in 

the Sept. auarter; she is temporarily absent 

with Louisa, and her record should read as follows: 
0164 Minnie Wilson, 11 years, Gr.2, 32 hrs. at 
Dom.Se. 52 days in residence,i6 days in the Classroom." 


With regard to the last paragraph of your letter 
regarding No.178 Willard Joseph, the Reverend Principal 
writes as follows: 


"As for young Willard Joseph, he had not quite 
completed his 7th year, 80 f£ recorded him as 6 yrs 
old. He has had his Mth birthday since, however, 
and is now in his 8th year. At the time his parents 
applied for his admission together with that of his 
prother, I suggested that they had as well wait 
another year with Willards entrance, but they claimed 
that the boys had always been together at play and 
everywhere, aver since they were able to walk and 
they felt that they could not separate the two boys." 


Regarding the last paragraph, the Reverend Principal's 
remarks are incorrect. Willard Joseph was born October 13, 
1929, and is thus 6 years and £2 days old today, and not in 
his 8th year.

I beg to report in reference to the four truants 
from Sechelt School, as per instructions contained in your 
wire of the 17th instant. 


The children were missed on Wednesday evening, 
the 14th instant,after 6 pem. The principal, Father Fahlman, 
tried to get in touch with » but I was up-Coast in the 
launch. On Thursday morning he phoned the office, and Miss 
Heelas asked the Daily Province News radio news reporter 
to inelude in his 8.30 p.»m. newsbroadcast a message to me 
to contact the School. I was some distance from Sechelt, 
put left at once and on arrival at Pender Harbour, the Pro- 
vincial Police advised me that they had received notice of 
the runaways, and were watching for them. We kept a sharp 
lookout along the shore-line, but a southeast gale was blowing 
with heavy seas, and I hoped the boys had been too much afraid 
to go by canoe. There were no other launches or fishboats 
at sea, but I notified those tied up out of the weather to 
wateh for the boys, and all promised their help. 


Near Sechelt, the Provincial Forestry Department 
lent me a light delivery truck, and Constable McAlister, of 
the R.C.M.P., and I drove through the whole length of the road 
over which the boys might have passed. On Saturday afternoon 
I reached the School to find out further particulars. “wo of 
the boys were fror omalco Band in the extreme northern part 
ot the Agency, and 1@ other two from Squamish Reserve No.l 
(North Vancouver). I was surprised when I reached the school 
to find that, although there are five men, inoluding two 
priests, at the School,none was out searching for the boys. 
Father Fahlman said the janitor, Andrew Fahlman, had been 
looking around the district, but without success. I concluded 
that all four boys would instinctively head for the nearest 
Squamish Reserve, which was either Chekwelp No.26 or Kaikblahun 
No.e25,the only way to reach the latter being by foot. By good 
fortune, a Provincial policeman searching for a wanted Chinaman 
near Kaikalahun Reserve, found the two Homalco boys, but the 
other two were hidi in tr bush. they later boarded a tug 
and arrived home in North Vancouver Sunday. The weather was 
very wet, but not cold; they had food, and found shelter at 
night. Iwo are in school again and the the wo are leaving 
on the Sechelt boat tomorrow (Tuesday).

at the School had gone out immediately the boys were missed 
on Wednesday, they would have caught up with them. Of course, 
there was not the same danger as in the LeJac case, because 
the weather was not severe. 


I am glad to report successful conclusion of this 
case, and Father Fahlman has suggested that the boys lose 
their summer holidays, and be kept av the School as a punish- 


ment, with which I have concurred.

On the 15th at 8.30 P.M. I received a message 
over the news broadcast that I was wanted at Sechelt 
Kesidential School. and left for that place arriving next 
day, where I found four boys had left without leave and 
could not be found. Two rainy days and nights were spent 
searching for them and the first sight of them was by a 
Provincial Policeman who was searching for a Chinaman. 

All four were eventually found and returned to school. The 
Provincial Forestry and Police services gave valuable 
assistance by lending a truck, and also in searching and 
Constable MacAlister, of the R.C.M.P. who accompanied me 

on the trip to the reserves was indefatigable also. I returned 


to Vancouver on Sunday the 18th.

The Department has always taken the stand 
that once a child is properly admitted to a school, 
as was the case in regard to this girl, we can hold 
such pupil until the age stated in the Indian Act. 


However, if the mother is insistent on 
obtaining her discharge she is likely going to cause 
the Principal considerable inconvenience. Posai bly 
you should get in touch with Indian Agent Daunt with 
a view to ascertaining the home conditions of the 
mother and, if the latter is in a position to support 
the child and send her regularly to the day school 
on the Homalco Reserve, it might be well to apply for 
her discharge at the end of June. However, at the 
present time I see no reason for discharging her at 
once.
